Platform for Exhibition 

ARRANZA found that the people of the Unit- 

C ed States of America liked the idea of a 

free, democratic government for Mexico; 

therefore he drew a platform solely for exhibition 

in the United States and won favor. Others have 
followed similar lines. 

The platforms of the revolutionary parties em- 
brace every theory of democratic government, are 
more or less expertly written and are widely pub- 
lished. They each contain some kind of a scheme 
by which all the land is to be divided and poverty 
will cease. The complete platforms or constitu- 
tions are known only to a few of each party and 
to the press agents. The rank and file of the 
armies or mobs known and care nothing for prin- 
ciple; they are interested solely in plunder. The 
people of the country are no longer interested in 
these revolutions and ask only for peace. 

Every man in Mexico knows that democratic 
government is not now possible for Mexico, it is 
equally well known that none of the variously 
styled leaders has the slightest intention of even 
attempting to set up a democratic government, but 
that, on the contrary, both leaders and soldiers are 
impelled only by greed and lust. 

The real slogan of every party in arms in Mexico 
today is “Free money and free women.” 

It is not pleasant to talk so plainly about condi- 
tions, but I must give the facts; no man with a 
dollar in his pocket and no woman between the 
ages of 12 and 60 is safe in Mexico today.

OW that the Municipal Art Commission is 
on the job, it may be dangerous for pri- 
vate citizens to go around making formal 

inspections of the city’s public works of art. They 

may be charged with impersonating an officer, 
or something of that sort. 

As Tuesday was the day when the commission 
organized, Monday was the last day when it was 
safe to do anything of this kind. And Monday 
happened to be the day when a gifted sculptor and 
art critic, in St. Louis for a brief stay, was avail- 
able for a ‘“‘once-over’ of our monuments and 
memorials. 

Albin Polasek of New York, native of Moravia 
and former wood carver, who took the death mask 
of J. Pierpont;Morgan in Rome, who has made 
portrait busts of Morgan, the late F. D. Millet and 
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the West, and his utterance: ‘There is the East; 
there is India.”’, These words are on the pedestal, 
and the figure faces due west. 

This incident appealed to Polasek and !ed him 
tc expect rather too much of the Latayette Park 
memorial. Hence, he found it a disappointment. 
For the Benton statue does not in any sense tell 
the story which the words on the pedestal sug- 
gest. The toga-clad figure is not pointing west- 
ward, is not even in a speaking posture, but is 
standing in contemplative attitude, holding a 
scroll.

ALIENS WHO VOTE, 

F. L.—The Secretary of Labor says: 
“Attention of Congress should be called 
to the fact that in some of the states 
allens are still allowed to vote for mem- 
bers of the most numerous branch of 
the State Legislature without having 
been admitted to citizenship. They are 
required only to have declared their in- 
tention to become citizens. It is there- 
fore possible in those states, and the 
practice there, for aliens to vote for 
electors of President and Vice Pres!l- 
dent of the United States, for United 
States Senators and for Representatives 
in Congress. Not oniy may aliens do 
this, but they may do it after a two 
years’ residence in the United States, 
and therefore three years before they 
are even entitled to becorne American 
citizens. It may be, indeed, that they 
may never apply for American citizen- 
ship, or, applying, may be rejected, and 
yet be legal voters in those states for 
national officials. This would seem to 
be contrary to the spirit of the natur- 
alization laws, and a discrimination in 
favor of aliens in those states as 
against aliens in other states It also 
discriminates against the national in- 
terests of the citizens of all the states.”’

MORTGAGE—DEED OF TRUST. 

W. B. M.—In a mortgage there are 
but two parties, mortgagor and mort- 
Sagee;: in event of default, court ac- 
tion ig necessary to foreclose. A deed 
of trust has three parties: the mort- 
gagor as first party, trustee second 
party and cestul qui trust or lender 
thir arty. In event of default trus- 
tee, at the request of lender or hold- 
er of notes, forecloses and passes 
deed to purchaser, he being vested 
with the legal title. A recent Post- 
Dispatch said: A deed of trust is a 
deed made consteaaers by a bor- 
rower to a third party, known as the 
trustee, who acts for the lender. The 
debt is set forth in, the deed, and is 
also secured by a note or notes, run- 
ning for the same period, or parts 
of the period, during which the deed 
holds good. These deeds, with the 
note or notes attached to them, after 
being duly recorded with the Record- 
er of Deeds, are frequently bought 
and sold, as investments. The holder 
ma want to raise money. Or a 
thrifty person, with money saved, 
may be looking for a desirable in- 
vestment, bringing good interest and 
amply secured. A good deed of trust 
on valuable property is looked upon 
as such an investment. The deed of 
trust index books in the Recorder's 
office are alphabetically arranged, 
and an entry is made whenever @ 
deed of trust is paid. The word “gat- 
isfied" is entered in the index, 
against all deeds that have been paid 
and brought to the office for cancel- 
lation.

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Barnes vs. Roosevelt Libel Suit | 


WHAT WAS BARNES’ OBJECT? 
Philadelp Ledger (Ind.): Many things 
which are widely believed cannot be proved. The 
libel suit which William Barnes, ex-boss of the 
Republican paitty in New York, has. brought 
against Col. Raosevelt is in effect a demand for 
specifications im support of a general statement. 


The Colonel has been out with bosses since 1912, 


and in the State campaign of 1914 he supported 
Senator Hinmam for the Republican nomination 
for Governor against District Attorney Whitman, 
on the ground thet it was the duty of good citizens 
to save the State from bipartisan control. It had 
long been suspected that Barnes and Murphy un- 
derstood each otber perfectly, as bosses of nom- 
inally opposed petrties are apt to do. Mr. Roose- 
velt made his accusation very explicit and direct. 
He said that the interests of these two men were 
“fundamentally identical’ and that ‘“‘when the 
issue between popular and corrupt and machine 
rule government ig clearly drawn” they would al- 
ways be found “fighting on the same side, either 
openly or covertly,, giving each other such support 
as can with safety*be rendered. They really form 
the all-powerful fwvisible government which is 
responsible for the maladministration and cor- 
ruption in the public offices of the State.” 
Similar charges have been brought against 
bosses of every party at one time or another. 
Most bosses regard! them, to apply the words of 


King Humbert, when he was shot at, as part of 


the job of belng boss. Why Mr. Barnes should 
suddenly have become so sensitive it were boot- 
less to inquire. Pomsibly he was more anxious to 
attack Mr. Roosevelt than to defend himself. He 
may have felt that,it was peculiarly ungrateful 
for a former benefictary of the machine to preach 
political purity. Hea sets forth in his complaint 
that Mr. Roosevelt ftntended to injure his “legin- 
mate political influence.” This raises a large 
issue. The line betsveen what is legitimate and 
what is illegitimate in politics has not always 
been very strictly drawn.

And 
that Col. Roosevelt will overlook no opportunity 
of making the case politically useful may be taken 
for granted.

FREE TRADE IDEAL. 

New York Globe: The second proposal of 
Dr. Dernburg, that a mother country, while re- 
tuining the privilege to discriminate in its home 
roarkets, shall enjoy no preference in trade with 
its colonies, is so inconsistent as hardly to merit 
serious consideration. Germany is a protective 
country—does not concede to outsiders equality 
of trade rights. For her to contend for liberty of 
action as to what trade shall be allowed within 
her borders, and at the same time to deny similar 
freedom of action to other countries, seems highly 
unequal. Eastern Germany produces wheat and 
ships it to Western Germany. Canada produces 
wheat and ships it to England. Germany can 
hardly keep Canada out of the German market 
while denying to Canada the right to keep Ger- 
many out of the Canadian market. Either there 
must be free trade all around, or else countries 
must have liberty all around to make such pro- 
tective arrangements as they please. A country 
may have protection in the fields where it wants 
to have it and find fault with other countries for 
having protection where they want it. The com- 
mercial policy pursued by Great Britain for 75 
years suggests that she would be willing to have 
universal free trade, but it is a practical certainty 
no other considerable.country would consent to it. 


Nor is the 
effect of it on American interests open to doubt. 
The United States, with its immense internal re- 
sources, is less absolutely dependent than Great 
Britain upon command of the sea in war, yet its 
navy is its chief weapon of self-defense.

DR. DERNBURG’S PEACE PLANS. 

Philadelphia Ledger: The letter which Dr 
Dernburg sent to Portland is interesting only so 
far as it is an informal reply to the peace terms 
which have been outlined by the allies. The 
French Premier, a few days ago, announced that 
France would not lay down arms until it had 
recovered Alsace and Lorraine, until Belgium was 
once more free and until Prussian militarism had 
been crushed. Russia is supposed to have views 
about the Balkan district as well as about Bel- 
gium. 

Dr. Dernburg replies that Belgium is necessary 
ty Germany, so that Germany may have a front 
door opening on the sea. But the real German 
front door is Holland and the mouth of the Rhine. 
German statesmen for more than 75 years have 
looked longingly at the stretch of the Rhine that 
extends from the Holland frontier to the sea, and 
they have made more than one attempt to divert 
German shipping by canals from the Rhine to the 
smaller German rivers in the North. Belgium, 
however, by the exigencies of war, has taken the 
place of Holland in the German dream. As the 
alternative to retaining possession of Belgium, 
Dr. Dernburg suggests that not only the seas, but 
the narrow straits be neutralized and made free 
to all nations. He doubtless has in mind the nar- 
row straits connecting the Baltic with the North 
Sea. And he says that if these straits could be 
kept open to commerce, Germany, which has no 
dream of world dominion, might be satisfied. 

It is not necessary to inquire into the merits of 
his argument or into the other suggestions which 
he makes, but it is important that all those who 
are watching the growth of the feeling that the

1} QUESTION OF GUILT UNTOUCHED. 

Pittsburg Gazette-Times: The unfortunate 
feature of decisions of this character is that they 
leave the question of guilt untouched and confine 
themselves to the manner in which conviction was 
arrived at. There will be some who fail to under- 
stand why all of a jury of 12 weighing evidence 
alone must vote alike to send a man to the gal- 
lows and yet seven judges out of nine, reviewing 
only the regularity of procedure, or five for that 
matter, can accomplish the like result on ap- 
peal. At the same time, it is fair to assume that, 
under all the circumstances, the court of last 
resort would not have decided as it did if a ma- 
jcrity were not well persuaded there was no mis- 
take in the verdict and no miscarriage of justice. 
THE LAST RESORT. — 

Indianapolis Star: The fact that two mem- 
bers of the higher court—Justices Hughes and 
Holmes, for whom the people have great respect 
—dissented serves to increase the sense of disap- 
pointment in the decision of the court. These 
two gentlemen co not agree with their associates 
with regard to the effect of public sentiment in 
Atlanta at the time of the trial. And in view 
o: their doubt as to the fairness of the trial, many 
will hope that the Georgia Prison Commission, 
Frank’s last resort, may see fit to grant a com- 
mutation of sentence. 


A STRONG MINORITY OPINION. 

New York World: It is possible and even 
probable, that the solemn words of the minority 
opinion in this case will have in Georgia almost 
as much influence as a judgment of the court. 
Justices Hughes and Holmes dwell with much 
force upon the intimidation exercised upon court 
and jury in Atlanta by crowds of people upon 
whom there was no restraint. If Frank’s convic- 
tion resulted from ‘‘lynch law practiced by a reg: 
ularly drawn jury,’ it was no less lawless than 
the decree of a mob. The State Judge who pre- 
sided at the trial and has since died is on record 
as to the disorders in and about the court, and 
it is remembered that in passing sentence he 
expressed doubt of the prisoner's guilt and placed 
the entire responsibility for conviction upon the 
jury. 

Whoever may appear in Georgia with courage 
and humanity enough to stay the execution of the 
very questionable sentence in Frank’s case will 
find full justification in the admirable opinion 
subscribed to by Justices Hughes and Holmes, 
which, if not good Federal law, is at least first- 
class State law. 


LYNCH LAW BY JURY. 

Pittsburg Leader: The point that Americans 
should ponder over conscientiously is that charge 
of Justice Holmes of tne greater seriousness of 
Ivnch law by a regularly drawn jury than by an 
actual passion-mad mob. One is simply lawless- 
ness, which may dealt with by the law. The 
other is lawlessness in the form and name of the 
law and under the protection of the law.

VERDICT IN GIRL'S 
DEATH CRITICISES 
FOUR PHYSICIANS 
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Circuit Attorney to Get Tran- 
script of Evidence—Child 
Fell in Sanitarium. 


A verdict of a Coroner's jury criticis- 
ing four physicians and a nurse because 
of the death of Mildred McCauley, 14- 
year-old daughter of Policeman William 
J. McCauley of 4136 St. Louis avenue, 
and a transcript of the evidence, will 
be sent to Circuit Attorney Harvey by 
Coroner Padberg. 

The jury found that the child died of 
blood poisoning as a result of a frac- 
ture of the left leg in a fall at the Mc- 
Lain Orthopedic Institute, 915 Aubert 
avenue, where she was under treatment. 

The verdict criticised Drs. L. C. Me- 
Lain, Henry S. Krug and N. lL. Toal- 
son of the McLain Institute, Dr. E. W. 
Oelcken of 3141 Olive street and Vir- 
ginia Pieper, a nurse. 

The girl died April 14. Her father a 
few days later asked Assistant Circuit 
Attorney Thomas to _ investigate the 
death. Thomas reported the matter to 
Coroner Padberg, who ordered that the 
body be exhumed. A post mortem ex- 
amination revealed that the gir! had 
died of blood poisoning, though the 
death certificate had given convulsions 
as the cause. It was revealed that 
there were two fractures of the righ‘ 
leg, and one of the left leg, and that 
seemingly one of the fractures had had 
no treatment and that blood poisoning 
had resulted. 

The child had formerly been in the 
institution and had been returned there 
because of a weakness in her right leg, 
as a result of two fractures. She suf- 
fered a fall in the treatment room anil 
is supposed then to have suffered the 
third fracture. 

Dr. McLain sald yesterday that he 
was not prepared to make a statement 
regarding the case. 


FRIEND ANO FOE BURIED IN 
ONE GRAVE TO BE SEPARATED 


Diggers Will Wear Rubber Garments 
and Battlefields Where Many Lie 
Will Be Disinfected. 
PETROGRAD, April 24.—A special 
sanitary commission has been ap- 
pointed to disinfect ani purify the 
battlefields of Western Poland, on 
which many thonsands of dead lie, 
either unburied or else buried in dan- 
gerously shallow graves and trenches. 
Under the commission, 15 detach- 
ments will operate, each consisting of 
two medical officers, a disinfector and 
10 gravediggers. The commission has 
directed the opening, so far as possi- 
ble, of all the so-called ‘brotherly 
graves” in which friend and foe were 
buried together, and separating them 
from one another. Graves which were 
dug near, towns and villages will also 
be opened and the bodies removed to 
points more distant from the abodes 
of men. Before being reinterred, all 
the bodies will be subjected to thor- 

ough disinfection. 

The diggers are equipped for their 
unpleasant work with rubber gar- 
ments and masks which sterilize the 
air they breathe.

The regulations of the German navy forbid any of its officers 


from signing any articles for the press, but the story here appended is 
reproduced as it was told by the Captain-Lieutenant for publication in 


the cabin of the Wilhelm at Newport News, Va., where she is being repaired, 
preparatory, according to her officers, of resuming her raids on allied 


commerce, though the prevailing belief among American naval men is that 
she will intern, as did the cruiser Eitel Friedrich under similar conditions. 
The first installment of Captain-Lieutenant Thierfelder’s story was printed 


in last Sunday's Post-Dispatch. 


PEED was the only protection the 
S Kronprinz Wilhelm had when she 


left New York. Even after the 
Karlsruhe gave us two three-inch guna 
we were at the mercy of any cruiser, 
and even of some merchantmen which 
carried heavier armaments, but after we 
had the four-inch rifles taken from La 
Corentina neatly mounted forward we 
felt that with our ability to maneuver 
quickly we could give a fair fight to 
anyone. 

And the guns were not the only things 
we took from La Corentina. She was 
carrying 4,500,000 pounds of meat from 
Argentina to France and it all fell into 
our hands. A great part of it we were 
obliged to throw cverboard because of 
lack of space, but we kept enough to 
give us many and many a good meal, 

The 27 passengers and crew of 92 men 
from this ship put us to considerable 
inconvenience and made a great many 
additional mouths to feed, but we were 
rot feeling the pinch of hunger then, 
and I think the prisoners will agree 
with me that they were treated pretty 
well. Iam certain of one thing—they did 
rot lack for anything which we had 
ourselves. 

I must not forget the cat which we 
took from La Corentina. We have now 
14 cats on board the Kronprinz Wilhelm, 
and I have forgotten the results of the 
last census of kittens. From every ship 
we sank we took a cat, except from the 

ighland Brae. The boarding partv 
which went on the Highland Brae 
searched high and low for her cat, but 
she ran down into the hold and simply 
‘vanished. The officer in command of 
the boarding party signaled to the Kron- 
pring Wilhelm and he was ordered to 

ke as much time as necessary to find 
tne cat unless signaled to return to the 
‘ship. 

We just hated to miss that cat, but 
when a thin pencil of smoke pointed 
ovér the horizon we didnt dare to take 
shy chances and I was obliged to

roar, a blanket of smoke unfolded over 
the captured ship and she rolled over 
onto her side and sank. 

We felt really badly about that cat. 
She was one of the few living things 
which perished during our cruise of 255 
days, in which was accomplished the 
destruction of millions of dollars worth 
of property. 

Big British Fleet Eluded. 

On Nov. 11 we sighted a number of 
Pritish cruisers. We could not identify 
them, but I have no doubt they were 
the vessels which later took part in 
the engagement off the Falkland Is- 
lands. I do not think they sighted us, 
but we turned about and steamed away 
at full speed. Our orders were to keen 
afloat and do what damage we could, 
net to run headlong into an over- 
whelming force and be sent to the bot- 
tom without accomplishing anything. 

That night there was not a ship in 
sight, but to be on the safe side we 
steamed with not a light showing and 
our telescopes swept the seas searching 
for lights, the flare from a stack or the 
white bow wave which has come to be 
such an important factor in modern 
navy work. 

Ten days after we sighted the British 
cruisers we fell in with the French 
barkentine Anne de Bretagne, whose 
captain refused to heave to and surren- 
der, though we fired across his bows and 
riddled his sails. Our ammunition was 
not so plentiful that we cared to use a 
lot of it up in sinking the barkentine, so 
we rammed her and managed to save all 
of her crew. They were certainly dog- 
gediy courageous in the way they held 
out against the inevitable. 

We had now been out more than 100 
days and were beginning to feel the 
want of fresh water and vegetables. 
Also our coal was getting low, but we 
were able to replenish our supply of 
that from most of the ships we met and 
keep the bunkers fairly well filled, but 
so many of the ships we took had such 
small crews that the food and water 
supply didn’t fare so well. 

Officers and men alike were obliged to 
limit themselves to a very meager al- 
lowance of water and fresh vegetables 
gradually disappeared from the mess. It 
was not until Jan. 6, off Pernambucco, 
that we fell in with the Holger of the 
Roland Line and were able to fill our 
water tanks. This was the most satis- 


factory capture we could have made 
just at that time. 
But still we lacke@ vegetables. Rice 


was becoming the principal article of 
our diet, and I was afraid some dis- 
ease would result from the lack of po- 
tatoes, onions and other vegetables 
which are necessary for health at sea. 
The water we took from the Holger 
did not last very long, and our con- 
densers were not working properly. 
When they got out of order, or parts 
wore out, we had nothing with which 
to repair them, and none of the vessels 
we took were equipped with plants. 
Our boilers, too, were getting in pretty 
bad shape. Before the cruise was over 
we were forced to use salt water in 
some of the boilers, and they show 
the results now. Just at the critical 
point of the cruise Y was afraid that 
one of them was sv badly corroded 
that we would have to cut it out of the 
system. 
Met German Vessels Frequently. 

During the first part of the trip we 
frequently met German vessels, which 
supplied us with coal, food and water, 
but as our war vessels were slowly 
battered to pieces or tnterned, our com- 
mercial vessels were forced to remain 
in port, and we depended entirely upon 
prizes for all sorts of supplies. 

There was one time, after we had 
met several German traders and cap- 
tured a collier, that we had so much 
coal the bunkers could not begin to 
hold it. I knew, however, that there 
would come a time when fuel would 
not be so plentiful, and it would have 
been criminal to refuse or waste any. 
Above all else, we must keep going, bea 
able to develop our greatest speed, even 
better it, and to do so we must have 
an excess of coal. So I was forced to 
stow coal in the dining saloons, the 
library, some of the staterooms, and 
even in the suite de luxe, which, I am 
told, brings $5000 for a single passage. 
(The Captain-Lieutenant is a warship 
man and was not on the Welhelm in 
times of peace.) 

From these rooms we cut holes in the 
floor, so that coal could be passed to 
the bunkers without the laborious pro- 
cess of carrying it in baskets. Of course, 
we removed all the furnishings we 
could before doing this, but even so, 
these elegant suites are terribly scarred 
and damaged. 

It would not have been possible for 
us to run into port for fuel. If we had 
done so the wireless would have flashed 
it across the seas and we should have 
had a cordon of ships waiting for us 
outside the harbor, just as they say they 
are waiting now. 

The wireless has greatly changed the 
conditions under which sea raiders op- 
erate. Of course, while we were in the 
open sea the wireless often helped us— 
probably more often than it helped the 


enemy. Frequently we heard hostile 
ships talking, sometimes about the 
Kronprinzg Wilhelm, too, 


and although | 


[we could not tell from the wireless 


- 


where the other ships were located, we 
at least knew them to be in our vicin- 
ity and would redouble our precau- 
tions. 

If we sighted smoke on the horizon, 
after hearing warships talking by wire- 
less, we would not even stop to in- 
vestigate. We put on full speed and got 
out of those waters. 

On the other hand, once we entered 
a port, the wireless would work against 
us, just as it does now that we are in 
Newport News. It cannot help working 
against us, though I realize that the 
United States Government is exercising 
a very strict censorship and I know 
that they would not allow anything 
which they considered an unfair mes- 
sage to be sent if it is possible for 
them to prevent it. An example of how 
careful the Government is to see that 
no unfair advantage be taken of us is 
the way in which they decline to give 
out the time limit allowed us for re- 
pairs. Of course, if the cruisers out- 


a the Virginia Capes knew at what 


hour we must depart or intern thev 
could pretty nearly figure out when we 
would attempt to leave, for, of course, 
we will be allowed just time enough to 
make necessary repairs.

LINE FORGED BACK 
FROM YSER CANAL 


Canadians in Brilliant Coun- 
ter Attack Drive Enemy 
Opposing Them to Old Po- 
sitions—Advance Further 
North Is Held. 


German Troops Are Being 
Poured Into Flanders and 
Great Battle Is Believed to 
Be Approaching. 


Fighting Continues in Cham- 
pagne and the Woevre— 
Russians Renew Attack at 
Uzsok Pass. 


LONDON, April 24.—The Germans are 
pouring troops into Flanders to press 
the attack, which, at the beginning has 
forced the allies back to the Yser Canal 
to the north of Ypres. This movement, 


according to reports reaching Hol- 
land, has assumed ever greater dimen- 


sions than those which preceded the 
battle whic hiast October raged for 
more than two weeks in this same re- 
gion. On that occasion the operations 
ended in the discomfiture of the Ger- 
mans, who had declared their inten- 
tion of pushing their way through to 
Cala's. 

lt appears that the Germans have a 
similar aim today »nd have set out 
to capture Ypres, Wh. ‘= described as 


the key to the l’rench st ports. 

While the attack originally met with 
considerable success, due, according to 
the allies’ reports, to the use by the 
Germans of asphyxiating gases, it is 
said to have been already checked. 

Canadians Saved Situation, 

The Canadians, who held the extreme 
left of the British line and were forced 
to retire when the rest of the front 
was pressed back, made a brilliant 
counter attack, regaining most, if not 
ail. the ground which they had conceded 
und retaking four guns which they had 
left inthe hands or thé Germans. In 
the words of Sir John French, they 
waved the situation. The British re- 
port does not say how much ground 
they recovered, but the statement in 
the Berlin official report that a Brit. 
ish attack at St. Julien was repulsed 
shows that they are well back in their 
old positions, for this town, which is 
en the main road between Ypres and 
Poeicaphells, is immediately south of 
Langemarck, by which point the Ger- 
man attack was launched. 

The Germans, however, still main- 
tain their hold on the Yser Canal 
further north, for they speak of 
storming the village of Lizerne, 
which is across the canal between the 
towns of Steenstraate and Het Sast, 
which they took in their first rush. 
The German attack to the south of 
Ypres, which was made simultane- 
ously with that to the north, appar- 
ently has failed entirely. 

Great Battle in Prospect. 

These. attacks are believed to be 
the commencement of another big 
battle, with both sides strongly in- 
trenched, promise to be one of the 
bitterest and bloodiest of the wear. 
Telegrams from Holland tonight tell 
not only of the movement of German 
reinforcements to the front, but of 
long trains of dead and wounded 
which are passing to the rear—a con- 
dition of affairs which also rust ex- 
ist in the rear of the allied army. 

The outcome of this battle is 
awaited with the utmost eagerness. 
In the meantime, fighting goes on in 
Champagne and the Woevre, as well 
es in the Carpathians. Despite tor- 
rential rains the Russians appear to 
have resumed their attacks on the 
Austro-German position guarding 
Uzsck Pass. The capture by the Rus- 
sians of Hill 1001, it is claimed. will 
greatly facilitate their operations, 
reducing in importance Hill 992, 
which the Austrians still hold. Con- 
firmation of this new Russian move

There is no official news as yet of 
operations in the Dardanelles or the 
North Sea, but in the latter region 
there is evidence of activity on the 
part of the Germans, who have sunk 
or captured several neutral] vessels.

Dr. Paul Haupt Cites fefarence te 
Drink Contained in the Narrative 
of Matthew. 
PHILADELPHIA, April 24.—At to- 


day's session of the American Philo- 
s0Ophical Society, Dr. Paul Haupt, pro- 


fessor of Semitic languages at Johns 
Hopkins University, reading a paper 
on the subject “Opium in the Bible,” 
stated that the “gall"’ mentioned in 
Matthew’s narrative of the Cruci- 
fixion was nothing more or less than 
opium intended to produce a stupor. 
Prof. Haupt's paper went on to 
say that it was the practice In Biblical 
times, according to the Talmud, to 
give criminals, about to be executed, 
a cup of wine with an infusion of 
lebonah, a chemical used as incense 
in some instances, but in wine as 
opium, and that this is what is meant 
in Matthew 27: 24, where the revised 
narrative reads: “And they gave 
Him to drink wine mingles with 
myrrh, but he received it not.”

New York Publisher Objects te 
Summer Military 
Camps. 

BOSTON, April 24.—A branch of the 
American League to Limit Armaments 
was formed here today at a meeting 
addressed by Oswald G. Villard, pub- 
lisher of the New York Evening Post; 
John D. Long, former Secretary of the 
Navy, and Bishop William Lawrence. 
Villard urged the creation of a new 
Cabinet officer, to be known as Secre- 
tury of-Peace, and the submission of 
war issues to the people, instead of to 
a body of army and navy officers.

ACCUSES WALSH UF 
GARBLING FATS 


Declares Statement on Colorado 
Strike Contained Unwar- 
ranted Inferences. 


READY TO TESTIFY 


Announces He Will Willingly 
Appear to Give Public Ad- 
ditional Information. 


By Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, April 24.—John D. 


Rockefeller Jr. gave out a statement 
late today in reference to the cor- 
respondence between himself and I. 
M. Bowers, chairman of the Colorado 


Fuel and Iron Co., which was made 


public yesterday by Frank P. Walsh, 
chairman of the United States Com- 


mission on Industrial Relations. 
Rockefeller characterizes as fase the 
conclusions which Walsh drew from 
the correspondence. 

He asserted Walsh had drawn in- 
ferences without ascertainig wheth- 
er they were correct, a “proceeding 
which is wholly indefensible.” He 
said further that he would be glad 
to appear to give additional testi- 
mony before the commission at any 
time “for we are desirous that the 
public shall have all the facts.” 
Walsh, in his statement, charged 
that letters and telegrams cbtained 
from the Rockefellers’ office showed 
that he was in constart touch with 
every phase of the Colorado strike 
situation, kne wthe strike was com- 
ing and was prepared for it. Rocke- 
feller testified at the hearing of the 
commission in New York that he had 
kept his hands off the strike situation 
and had no knowledge of the condl- 
tions in the coal fields. 

Rockefeller’s statement follows: 

“On Feb. 18, soon after the hearings in 
New York of the United States Com- 
mission on Industrial Relations, I felt 
called upon, in justice to myself, to point 
out to the public the gross misstate- 
ments concerning my evidence which 
had been given out by Mr. Frank P. 
Walsh, chairman of the commission. 
Mr. Walsh today makes another long 
Statement containing many misrepre- 
sentations and unwarranted infereces. 
The public is etitled to facts concerning 
the allegations which Mr. Walsh makes, 
but it is impossible to assemble all the 
data in time for the Sunday morning 
papers. I am preparing a statement 
which will be available for publication 
on Monday morning. 

“In reference to Mr. Walsh's an- 
nouncement of his intention to call my 
associates and myself to: give further 
information in relation to the Colorado 
strike, I need hardly say that we shall 
be glad to appear at any time, for we 
are desirous that the public may have al] 
the facts. To that end, we have al- 
ready testified with great fullness, have 
waived our legal rights, and have sup- 
plied the commission without any sub- 
pena duces tecum all the information 
which has been asked for, including a 
mass of private correspondence. 

‘‘Mr. Walsh has taken that correspond- 
ence, has drawn from it certain infer- 
ences and, without ascertaining whether 
his inferences are correct, has made 
statements and announced conclusions 
which are false. Such a proceedig I 
submit is wholly indefensible on the part 
of the chairman of a body holding a 
commission from the Government of the 
United States.”’ 


Former Gov. Ammons Denies Being 
Influenced by Rockefellers, 

DENVER. Colo., April 2%4.—Former 
Goverpor E. M. Ammons today de- 
clared emphatically that he had not 
been influenced directly or indirectly 
by John D. Rockefeller or John D. 
Rockefeller Jr., in the efforts which he 
made while Governor to settle the coal 
strike in Colorado. 

“T have never met John D. Rocke- 
feller or his son,’’ said Ammons. “I have 
never had any correspondence with 
either of them. I have never received 
any message of any kind or description 
from them. I have never sent them 
any verbal message or letters. I want 
to deny emphatically every inference 
which reasonable men might put upon 
the reported statements of Frank P. 
Walsh, regarding pressure or influence 
of any kind being brought to bear up- 
on me by the Rockefellers. I have 
neither seen nor had any correspodence 
of any kind with this man named Ivy 


Lée.”’

HAVE KILLLED HIMSELF 


Discovery of Activity in Move te 
Counteract Russian Reaction 
Given as Cause. 

NEW YORK, April %—The New 
York Times sa.ys: “Reports have 
reached New York from reliable sources 
ir Europe that the late Count Witte 
committed suicide as a result of the 
discovery of a widespread and secret 
movement to prepare for what is be- 
liaved to be the successful development 
of reactionary forces in Russia. Lib- 
crnl opinion in France and England. 
and particularly the latter country, ts 
becoming grievously alarmed at thie 
tendencies which are showing them- 
selves in the Russian military, aristo- 
cratic and especially bureaucratic or- 

ganization. 

“Count Witte, the details of whose 
Jeath have been clothed in mysters, 
is gald to have put himself at the head 
of a movement intended to counteract 
this threatening reaction and to hav: 
committed suicide on its discovery, the 
Police Department, of course, regard- 
ing the society that had been formed in 
the light cf a revolutionary conspiracy.

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BRITISH M. P. URGES 
FORGIVENESS EDICT 
FOR WAR MOTHERS 


LONDON, April %.—Ronald’ McNeill, 
member of Parliament and the first 
of Great Britain's lawmakers to take 
up the war babies’ problem, now con- 
fronting the country, explained to the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent today his 
attitude toward the question which now 
is a matter of serious consideration to 
the peopie at large as well as to social 
workers. 

“It is best to face the problem square- 
ly,”’ he declared. ‘It should be viewed 
arc one of the resuits of war. At the 
present time I do not see how gover. 
ment legislation can be expected, but 
J for one am in favor of a general edict 
of forgiveness from the pulpits through- 
ot the country at ae specified time 
which woulc automatically remove the 
stigma from the mothers of these in- 
fants. This stigma must be removed 
if such mothers are to be expected to 
care for their babies. 

“Tt is impossible to estimate the num- 
ber of war babies at the present time 
but May and June are two months in 
which a large number of them are ex- 
pected to be born. 

Others have placed the estimate as 
high as 2,000 in England alone. Eventu- 
ally, McNeill thought, a considerable 
number of these war babies would go 
to the colonies, probably Canada. 

A peculiar psychological feature is 
the fact that ventilation of the prob- 
lem in the press, instead of proving a 
valuable warning to girls and young 
women, appears to have placed the 
soldiers in higher favor with them than 
before. Army doctors and clergymen 
who have studied conditions closely ex- 
press the opinion that vast numbers 
of girls are under the influence of a 
species of hysteria, which has spread 
like an epidemic. 

The conditions are said to be mast 
serious in Southern Scotland and the 
torder country. A large proportioin of 
ihe war motres are girls between 15 and 
16 years of age.

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115,000 TONS OF ROCK FALL 
UNDER SHOCK OF DYNAMITE 


Equivalent of Heavy Battery Power Exploded 
in Quarry South of East St. Louis, Causing 
Showers of Rock Over Area of 500 Feet 


A battery equivalent to # six-inch 
field pieces, with chambers 75 feet long 
and charged with seven and one-half 
tons of dynamite, was set off yesterday 
in a quarry about a mile east of Prai- 
rie du Pot, eight miles south of East 
St. Louis. 

The result, in destructiveness, would 
have done credit to a bombardment at 
Ypres. One entire wall of the quarry 
was blown down, and a mass of rock 
320 feet long, 75 deep and 10 feet wide, 
weighing about 75,000 tons, tumbled into 
the pit. One boulder alone weighed al- 
most 100 tons. 

On Nov. 1, last, the quarry company, 
of which F. W. Stolle, 6127 Cabanne ave- 
nue is president, began drilling 40 ver- 
tical holes, 7% feet deep, six inches in 
diameter and 20 feet aptrt, into the lime- 


and it cost an additional $1500 to clear 
away from eight to ten feet of earth 
from the surface of the rock. 

The holes were charged with $2000 
worth of dynamite, 9000 pounds of it 
being of 40 per cent strength, contain- 
ing that proportion of nitroglycerin.

The remainder was dynamite of 4 
lower grade. Electric wires led from 
the charges to a battery 600 feet away 
from the quarry. About 1000 feet 
away stood Stolle and a number of 
friends whom he had invited to see 
the spectacle. 

Shortly after 3 o’clock J. E. Weber, 
superintendent of the quarry, pressed 
a button. Instantly from the subter- 
ranean artillery, came a deep and dull 
rumble which shook the earth for 
hundreds of feet around. But the 
force of the explosion was muffled by 
the depth of the holes, and its rever- 
berations were easily outclassed by 
the thunderous crash of falling rock 
into the bottom of the quarry. 

The two ends of the long stone wall 
buckled out and crumbled into frag- 
ments, and stones as big as a man’s 
head rained down over a radius of 
500 feet. But the center of the wali 
still stood, and it was found that the 
dynamite had failed to explode. The 
wires were readjusted, and half an 
hour later a second blast completed 
the demolition,

The Information says that M. Zo- 
wraphos made this statement to Hu- 
bert Jacques, a correspondent of this 
newspaper. Up to the present, he 
said, Greece had not been asked to 
co-operate with the allies. 


Two Ships Carrying American Cotton 
Released at Gibraltar, 

ONDON, April 24—The Admiralty 
issued orders today for the release of 
the steamers Venelro and Montenegro, 
detained by the British authorities at 
Gibraltar. Both these vessels have on 
board American cotton consigned to 
Swiss firms, through Italy. Although 
this cotton has not been certificated, in 
accordance with the cotton agreement.

Mrs. Burkham testified that she was 
born at the Grand Union Hotel, March 
17, 1893, and added that it was St. 
Patrick’s day. She had always lived at 
the Campbell home and she testified 
that James Campbell was her father 
and Mrs. James Campbell was _ her 
mother. §he never had heard of any 
other father or mother until the suit 
was filed to break the will. She had 
been educated and cared for by James 
Campbell and had been generally intro- 
duced as his daughter. 

The witnesses were not cross-exam- 
ined because the attorneys seeking the 
appointment of an administrator pen- 
dente lite denied that Judge Hennings 
had jurisdiction and took no part in the 
proceeding beyond objecting to it in its 
entirety.

HOMICIDE CHARGE 


BASED ON ABSENG 
OF POWDER MARKS 


E. J. Masters, Who Said Harry 
G. Keevil Killed Self, Held 
by Coroner’s Jury. 


Powder mark tests, made by a police- 
man with the rifle from which the shot 
that ended Harry G. Keevil’s life was 
fired, formed the chief evidence on 
which a coroner’s jury yesterday ord- 
ered E. J. Masters of 3544 Olive street, 
a shoemaker, held on a homicide charge. 
Keevil was found wounded in Masters’ 
room, where he had been living, and 
died at the city hospital Friday noon. 

There is no direct evidence against 
Masters, and no motive for homicide 
has been suggested. Keevil, who was 
formerly well-to-do, had been permitted 
by Masters to share his room, as & 
kindness. Keevil was addicted to drink, 
and the police have been informed that 
an acquaintance, shortly before the 
shooting, heard him make definite 
threats of suicide. This witness was 
not found in time for the inquest, but 
he will probably visit the Circuit At- 
torney when the question of prosecuting 
Masters is considered. 

Patrolman Gateman, the first police- 
man to visit the room after Keevil was 
shot, testified that he found the rifle 
standing against the wall, four feet 
from the bed, and that Keevil was lIv- 
ing on the bed, with his right shoe off, 
suggesting that he might have pulled 
the trigger with his toe. 

According to the post mortem exam- 
ination, there was no powder mark 
about the wound, wWhich was over 
Keevil’s right ear. The policeman said 
he took the rifle to the station and 
fired at paper targets at distances of 2 
inches to 2 feet. All showed powder 
marks, he said, though the marks at 
the 2-foot range were much less dis- 
tinct.

NEW YORK, April 24.—Edouard de 
Reszke, noted Polish basso, for so 
many years a member of the Metro- 
politan Opera Company, is now liv- 
ing in a cellar in Poland. He has no 
fuel, no oll, no coffee, and has been 
reduced to a state of destitution as a 
result of the war in Poland.

As soon as it was learned in Dupo, 
early Friday, that Wagner had small- 
pox, the Y. M. C. A. was placed under 
quarantine, isolating nearly forty rail-

the German Emperor, in an exclusive 
interview with a staff correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch discussed the condi- 
tions in Europe from a war point of 
view in order to establish his conten- 
tions that America should not be mis- 
led into the belief that the end of the 
war must come soon. 

Dr. Dernburg first laid emphasis on 
this statement: 

“America should not be misled into 
thinking that Germany’s,defeat on land 
is near at hand because of the increase 
in the allies’ forces in the west, of which 
they hear so much from England.” 


Points Emphasized. 
And he gave these reasons for this 


statement: 

1. That Germany holds practically 
all of Belgium. 

2. That Germany holds about 6000 
square miles of France. 

3. That Germany hold practically 
all the territery that she captured 
from the allies many months ago, 
including the western part of Poland. 

4. That Germany has had practi- 
cally six months in which to perfect 
defenses and military dispositron for 
holding the captured territory. 

§. That strongholds Hke Antwerp 
have been refortified by Germany 
and that she has enormously 
strengthened herself in her own ter- 
ritory west of the Rhine. 

6. That Germany has s0 prepared 
herself between her own border and 
her farthest advance into France 
that the allies, to retake this terri- 
tory, would be obliged to sacrifice an 
enormous number of lives, and a 
much longer period of time than 
most Americans realize. 

7. That the allies, to advance, must 
be constantly on the offensive while 
the Germans are on the defensive 
with the ground all prepared for 
that defense through months .of 
scientific preparation. 

&. That America need not look for 
the expulsion of Germany from 
France and Belgium as a result of 
the allies’ offensive, 

9. That Germany is in a superio~ 
military position in every respect. 
10. That Germany has food, guns, 
ammunition, men and money in 
p'enty and that the allies cannot 
beat her, certainly not in 1915. 

There has always been ae great 
mystery as to how it happened that 
the Germans found themselves com- 
pelled to intrench their army six 
weeks after the commencement of 
hostilities when the world expected 
that a very few days more would see 
the Germans before the gates of 
Paris. 

During his stay in 
correspondent of the Post-Dispatch 
had occasion to tinquire into this 
question. He was told by a member 
of the German general. staff that 
Sept. 16, or six weeks after the war 
started, the German army was prac- 
tically without ammunition. 

All Ammunition Needed. 

“We had shot it nearly all away,” 
said the informant. “They talk 
about Germany being fully prepared 
for this war. What will the people 
say once they learn the real facts? 
If the Germans were prepared at the

After he was gone she was 
unhappy with her stepmother, who was 
seated in a buggy beside Emil Bawie 
when Abbott shot him dead near 
Granite City. Her stepbrothers and‘ 
stepsisters, her mother’s. children, 
began to treat her unkindly, Ruth 
said.

Washington Jury Finds Former &¢. 
Louisan Was Incompetent toe Dis- 
pose of $3,000,000. 


WASHINGTON, April 24.—A jury in 
the local Supreme Court today held that 
Stilson Hutchins, the millionaire Wash- 
ington publisher and mine owner, a for- 
mer St. Loulsan, was not mentally com- 
petent when he made his will. 

Lee Hutchins, a son, dissatisfied with 
his portion of a $3,000,000 e-tate, contest- 
ed it. 

The taking Of tewtimony in court oc- 
cupled five months. The jury was out 
less than 24 hours. Compromises be- 
tween the contestants are expected. 
The trial of the. case began Nov. 
23, last, and is the longest with one 
exception—the Star Route case—in 
the history of the court. More than 
11,000 pages of type written testi- 
mony were taken. 

Mr. Hutchins, at his death, April 29, 
1912, left three wills. One was exe- 
cuted in 1902, another in 1908 and 
the third which was declared in- 
valid today. The setting aside of the 
latest will would leave the estate to 
be settled under the will of 1908 un- 
less @ compromise can be reached by 
the heirs.

PERRYMAN IN GOOD FORM 


But Chicago Battle Is Lost When 
He Goes In—12,000 Chi- 
cago Fans at Game. 


From a Special Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, April 24.—The Browns 
today declined to jump on a cripple 
and this, with the determination of 
Big Bill James to present the White 
Sox with runs, gave the Chicago lads 
their third straight victory in the 
St. Louis series. The score was 4 to l 
and the difference between the win 
and a tie was just the number of 
runs which the elongated _ right- 
hander presented to the locals, 

Joe Benz was on the slab. It was his 
first start of the season. It was the 
first time that he has pitched in a 
major league game since an attack 
of typhoid fever threatened his life 
and left him weak. The Browns knew 
this and were appreciative. 

Would they attack a man in weak- 
ened condition who ghould be in an 
invalid chair instead of on the 
mound? They would not. Nor did they. 
They swung feebly, idly, where the 
ball was not and accumulated the 
grand total of four safeties. One of 
these was a bunt while another was 
a hit because of lenient scoring. 

Williams’ three-base swat and a 
single by Leary, a substitute hitter, 
were the only golid safeties regis- 
tered by the men of Rickey. 


How It Happened. 


James started and lasted three 
innings. In that time he jolted the 
backbone of Jacques Fournier and 
the Frenchman walked and later tal- 
lied. That may be labeled presenta- 
tion No. 1. In the third, with two 
gone, and Chicago runners on second 
and third, James let go of the wild- 
est wild pitch ever seen in this park.

“IT thought I would make an attempt 
to have Marsans reinstated to the ex- 
tent of allowing him to play, pending 
the result of litigation. Marsans’ case 
should not have been involved in the 


Feds’ injunction suit at Chicago, but 
Hedges, in the crose-qpt of Organ- 
ized Baseball against Feds, in- 
volved him so that he !{s now tied up 
with the rest of the players, such as 
Magee, Chase, et al. 
“There is this difference: The St. 
Louis American League club has put 
4 a $13,000 bond to guarantee us for 
Marsans’ salary for two years in case 
we lose his services through court pro- 
ceedings that may be ultimately in our 
favor. We are payi the Cuban's sal- 
ary, whether he plays or not, you know. 
“Now, I made ae proposition to 
George Williams, oy ge for the op- 
gr teg: that we oa waive the bond 

f they would let Marsans play with us, 
making an exception of his case by 
which he would be permitted to get 
into the game. 


Plan Was Made General. 


“This proposition naturally led to a 
broadening of the scope of the move- 


ment. If Marsans case could be agreed 
on it te A thought the warring par- 
ties —— agree on other players’ 
cases, which would have been the sub- 
ject of separate litigation, had not the 
injunction wae and cross bill tied them 


up. 

“This, as a matter of fact, was the 
Lroadest scope taken by the _ confer- 
ence. It was attended by Mr. Ward, in 
the interest of Magee, by Robertson 
of Buffalo, whose Hal Chase case is 
involved, and by legal representatives 
of Organized Baseball whom I am not 
permitted to name.

MAYOR TOMAKE

Mayor Kiel, thinking the time has 
arrived when the city must decide 
the question of operating a municipal 
lighting plant, will devote part of his 
vacation next June to studying the 
municipal plant at Cleveland, O. 

The Mavor yesterday told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter he convinced 
the city would be prepared to light 
its streets, alleys and parks, when 
the 19-year contracts expire in 1919. 
The city has set aside $675,000 this 
year, he said, to pay for this lighting 
by private electric and gas com- 
panies. 

‘lam a strong advocate of muni- 
cipal ownership, but I think the city 
should be as careful as would private 
capital in establishing a _ lighting 
company,” the Mayor declared. “There 
is the question of whetner the city 
shall provide at the outset to handle 
customers all Over the city, or would 
it be best to start in a restricted 
district, say east of Jefferson avenue, 
and plan to gradually expand the 
serivce,”’ 

The Mayor indicated that he 
doubted the practicability of a city- 
wide service by the municipality 
prior to the time the lighting con- 
tracts expire. He said he would not 
outline his views to the Board of 
Aldermen in a because 
board members elected on 
pledges to establish a lighting plant, 
and ought to take the initiative. 

‘Any attempt to expand the little 
plant we now operate for the light- 
ing of the city hall and a few other 
buildings in the neighborhood, must 
result in submission of a bond issue 
to a public vote,’ said the Mayor. “In 
this way the question of a munici- 
pal lighting plant will be decided 
finaly by tue people, as.it should be, 
inashmuch as it is launching tnto 4 
bie business enterprise with the peo- 
ple’s money.

Number Six LOOKING FOR A JOB 


ELLO, Bob. 
H How goes the search for 


employment ? 

Slow ? 

That’s to be expeeted—times are a 
little tight and employers aren't ex- 
actly greeting would-be employes with 
enthusiasm. 

As a matter of fact they never do 
much gladhanding to job hunters even 
in the flushest of seasons. 

When business is booming and a man 
is sitting at his desk grumbling to him- 
es self: ‘‘Gosh, but I need someone for 
this, that and the other job,’’ wondering where he can get good 
men—even when things are in that condition, does he arise and 
embrace the welcome applicant ecstatically’? He does not. 

He puts on the frozen face and the stony glare and says: 

‘“Well, what the devil do YOU want? Huh? A JOB! You 
DARE to come in here and ask ME for a job! 1|'m busy this morn- 
ing figuring on firing fifteen men who’ve been with us for forty 
years and who know more about the business than you'd know 
in a hundred, and yet you have the iron NERVE to want me to 
hire YOU!’’ And so on for five minutes or so. If he doesn’t talk 
precisely that way he looks that way. 

And when he’s reduced the trembling applicant to a condition 
of abject guilt for having even considered requesting a job, he 
generously consents to make an exception in his case and puts 
him on the payroll at a salary as low as he thinks the job seeker 
will take. ™ 

That seems to be the time-honored attitude in good seasons or 
bad—only in bad times there’s more sincerity to it.. And it makes 
the path of the searcher for work a thorny one. 

So, I’m not surprised that you haven’t yet landed anything. I 
suppose you’ve answered want ads and chased up agencies and 
pulled wires energetically in your endeavors to acquire a place 


and a salary again. 
And between one trial and another you ve played a lot of pool 
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and gone to a number of first-run film 
shows, | take it? 

No? Wise boy! - 

I may not be able to tell you where 
you can get a job, but the pool room and 
the movie show are the finest places in 
the world where NOT to get one. I’ve 
known employers to advertise in the 
papers and to’ list their needs with 
Y. M. C, A.’s and various other em- 
ployment agencies, but I have yet to — 
hear of their asking the proprietor of a 
pool palace or the manager of a mov- 
ing picture show to look out for likely 
young men to fill jobs. 

Of course, a chap who’s seeking employment can’t spend every 
waking minute interviewing possible employers, or trying to inter- 
view them, but when he isn’t domg that he’d better go to his room 
or to a library and spend the intervals in thinking how to find 
a job. 

You see there’s a lot of footwork in the search for employment, 
but there is headwork too. . And the headwork consists in making 
yourself more interesting and conspicuous to the men who have 
jobs to give than the ordinary work-seeker. Courage and persist- 
ency are important, but a heap of planning and figuring on ways 
to Put Yourself Over, on means to make Yourself and your per- 
sonality stand out among the mob will accomplish what weeks of 
meek waiting in line and commonplace letterwriting won't do. 

Nope, I can’t tell you how to do that little thing, because my 
schemes might not work in your case. You'll have to dope out 
your campaign for yourself. My only advice is to be Individual, 
Different, Unusual. Those qualities won't take the place of Com- 
petence and Trustworthiness, but they frequently land Competence 
and Trustworthiness in a job which they wouldn’t acquire other- 
wise. 

Quite some sermon, eh Bob? Well, I hope it helps. And say, 
if you need a few bones until you find a place, I reckon I'll risk 
"em on you. 


THE REVOLT OF DOWN-TRODDEN CAPITAL 


An amusing phantasy of what would happen if money went on strike—with a plea for co-operation. 
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NCE upon a time all the large corporations were controlled 
by labor. The workers elected the officers, from the presi- 
dent down, the directors were mostly graduates of the 
overall school and capital had no representatives in the 


management. When capital was needed the president 
simply hired it, on the best terms he could. 

Sometimes these terms seemed cruelly low to the’ 
capitalists, but whenever one of them grumbled he was paid off at once 
and his place was taken by another. This made for discipline and im- 
proved the service. 

Under this regime the workmen did very well, indeed. When there 
was mismanagement or when they paid themselves too high wages, fail- 
ures and reorganizations resulted, of course, which forced them to scale 
down (temporarily) the value they had tried to set on their labor, but 
as these depressions threw capitalists out of employment and thus made 
capital cheaper, they had their bright side. 

The capitalists, however, grumbled more and more. Even when they 
were very well treated they grumbled. This came in part from their 
being too willing to believe that no matter how much they got they 
weren't getting their dues. They knew that labor was in control of the 
management and they knew human nature. In their greedy, suspicious 
way, putting these two premises together, they drew the conclusion that 
labor was probably getting more than its share and capital less. The 
labor men said no, the market for capital was a free and open market, 
and they quoted a great many economic laws to prove it. But the cap- 
ijtalists felt there were economic laws on: both sides, and there might be 
quite a percentage in favor of the dealer. 

Discontent breeds agitation, and agitation breeds professional agita- 
tors. Before long loud-voiced capitalists began to harangue their quiet 
comraties everywhere—even coming out of church. When arrested, they 
“invoked” (as they put it) the right of free speech. The labor men re- 
plied by invoking things like law and order. Everybody got morally 
indigrant at something. The Fathers of the Republic, Magna Charta and 
Justice, were invoked by the press. Excited and bewiidered by this cross- 
fire, the police one evening raided a Fifth avenue club, where a twice- 
ceported capitalist named M. R. Goldman was said to be making anarch- 
istic speeches at billiards. “All honest law-abiding capitalists will ap- 
plaud thie raid,” said the papers. But they djdn’t.. They began to feel 


_ persecuted. And presently some of them met and formed a union. 


It was only a small ynion, that first one, but it had courage. One 
day the labor president of a great enterprise looked up from his desk to 
find four stout, red-faced capitalists pushing each other, nervously, into 
his office. He asked them their business. They huskily demanded that 
every capitalist on that company’s books be paid at least a half per cent 
more for his money. The president refused to treat with them except as 
individuals. They then called a‘strike. 

The results of this first strike were profoundly discouraging. The 
leaders were tried for conspiracy, those who walked out at their call 
were blacklisted and refused reinstatement, and the victcrious labor men 
soon secured other capitalists in plenty, a private car-load being brought 
over at night from Philadelphia. But there were other results which 
helped the capitalist cause. Some labor leaders became too domineer- 
ing in their triumph and refused to engage capitalists who drank or 
talked of their wrongs. Some, of a timorous nature, began importing 
cheap foreign capital to supply all new needs. These measures of op- 
pression increased the class feeling of capitalists and taught them to 
stand shoulder to shoulder in their fight for the right. 

The years of warfare that followed were as obstinate as any in his- 
tory. Little by little, in spite of the labor men’s sheers and newspaper 
gibes, the enormous power of capital made itself felt. An army of un- 
employed capitalists marched upo: Washington. The Brotherhood of 
Railway Bondholders being indicted for not buying enough new bonds 
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about team-play. Men learned to work together for their common good. 
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to move the mails locked up every dollar they possessed and defied the 
Government. The Industrial Shareholders of the World, a still more 
rabid body, insisted on having an eight per cent law for their money, 
and all our great cities were the scenes of capitalist riots. Formerly 
)ndifferent laborers were alarmed and angered by seeing their quiet streets 
turned into Bedlam at night, with reckless old capitalists roaring through 
them in taxis singing Yankee Boodle or shouting “Down with labor'” 
Por that finally became jhe cry; labor must go. They still meant to 
use labor, somehow, they confusedly admitted, but capital and labor musi 
control all industries. 

As the irrepressible conflict forced its way into politics, Congress 
was induced to make many concessions to the movement. Curious, in- 
deed, were the futile sops they devised. They began by setting aside the 
first Monday in January as a national holiday to be called Capital Day. 
They added a Secretary of Capital to the President’s cabinet, passed an 
eight per cent law to apply to all Government bonds, and forbade em- 
ploying the capital of women and children. To the plea of ‘‘American 
capital for American industries,” they turned a hospitable ear, and ordered 
all Chinese capital out of the country. But on one point even these 
legislators were firm. When it came to helping capital obtain control 
of the railroads and mines and mills, they refused point blank. 

The capitalists themselves came to realize, gradually, that this could 
be at best a beagtiful dream. As the labor men were always indignantly 
showing them, it would never be practicable, let alone being one-sided. 
How could scattered investors, who had not worked at an industry, elect 
~—-with any intelligence—the managers of it? The idea was preposter- 
ous. And even if this difficulty could be met, how could labor ever get its 
full share, with capital firmly in power? It wasn't in human nature. 
Labor would constantly have to fight for its dues. 
~2 this juncture a citizen began advocating a compromise. He said 
n effect: 

“The cause of our modern industrial turmoil is this: The rulers 
that govern our industries are not suitably elected. This is a iand of 
universal political franchise, yet the nation’s industrial life is still gov- 
erned by oligarchies. Our boards of directors may be called our indus- 
trial legislators; they manage the most important part of our material 
Sffairs; but they are chosen by only one group of persons. Both those 
who do the work and those who put in the money should rightfully be 
represented in these governing bodies. If Congress and our State Legis- 
latures were elected by a class as our industrial boards of directors are, 
this country would be in a constant state of revolution politically, 
as it is now industrially. : 

“Big corporations are different from small firms, and the exclusive 
character of their directoral boards works against them. Stockholders 
and workers should each have a voice in the management. Then there 
would be something new under the sun; a board of directors representing 
both interests concerned. 

“If corporations had such a democratic organization, the two-sided 
discussions that would take place at their meetings wonld prevent the 
adoption of many business policies that disgust the public and cause 
antagonism between labor and capital. Such an extension of the prin- 
ciples of representative government to our industrial life would not be 
revolution; it would be a natural evolution to a new and higher plane.” 

How this compromise was gradually tried, how angry it made labor, 
how laborers at first declined to work for concerns that were run by “low 
ignorant speculators” as they called them, “men who knew nothing of 
any concern’s real needs;” how it soon succeeded, nevertheless, and justi- 


- fied itself beyond all hopes; and how it wag finally improved still further 


(again on the advice of the citizen) by admitting to public service directo- 
rates representatives of the public, thus giving all interests due representa- 
tion on a board—all this cannot well be set forth in this paper. Suffice it 
to say that the substitution of democratic for autocratic control brought 
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ETER PAN is dead, and there are many dim 
eyes among the children at heart all over 
the world, grown-up as well as juvenile, 
who love the adorable little sprite of im- 
mortal youth. . 

Contrary to what Sir James M. Barrie 
tells in his book, Peter Pan did grow up 
to be a man, and last fall, being 21 years old, he set forth 
on an adventure greater tnan that in which he voy- 
aged perilously in a thrush’s nest, with his nightgown 
for a sail, from the Birds’ Island to the merry realm of 
the fairies. . From Queen Mab’s court, where the elves 
tripped to his pipes, he passed to a cruel and frightful 
world of reality, in which the harsh music of guns 
thundered upon his ears; and there, at Neuve Cha- 
pelle, the exile from fairyland was killed by a German 
bullet. 

The announcement of his death was made in the Lon- 
don newspapers in these simple words: 

“DAVIES—Killed in action, on March 15, George 

Llewelyn Davies, Second Lieutenant, Fourth Bat 

talion Rifle Brigade, eldest son of the late Arthu: 

Llewelyn Davies and the .late Sylvia Llewelyr 

Davies (Sylvia du Maurier), and eldest adopted son 

of Sir J. M. Barrie, Bart., aged 21.” 

Sir James has told how his~walks and talks in Ken- 
sington Gardens with little George Davies, then 7 years 
old, inspired him to write “Peter Pan.” The boy was 
the original of David, the baby hero of Barrie's ‘‘Little 
White Bird,” one of the most delicious childhood sto- 
ries ever written; and concerning his part in “Peter 
Pan,” the author wrote whimsically: 

“In this story of Peter Pan, the bald narrative and 
most of the moral reflections are mine, though not all, 
for this boy can be a stern moralist; but the interesting 
bits about the ways and customs of babies in the bird- 
stage are mostly reminiscences of David’s, recalled by 
pressing his hands to his temples and thinking hard.” 

About fourteen years ago Sir James, distinguished as 
an author, was strolling, as was his wont, through Ken- 
sington Gardens, in London, a favorite playground for 
children. This was natural, for Barrie himself had never 
grown up and was consequently the most successful 
writer living in his sympathetic understanding of chil- 
dren. His interest was attracted to a family of bright 
little girls and boys, playing under the care of their 
nurse. With the eldest, George, he tactfully struck up 
an acquaintance, which soon ripened into an ardent 
friendship. 

The boy proved to have the child’s faculty of imag. 
ination and make-believe to a degree which constantly 
startled the novelist. He came by the power through 
inheritance, for his grandfather was George du Maurier, 
the author of “Trilby,’ and his uncle was Lieutenant- 
Colonel Guy du Maurier, afterwards to become famous 
as the author of the play, “An Englishman’s Home,” 
and then to lose his life in the war almost simul- 
taneously with George Davies. | 

Many a long stroll the great novelist and the eager 
little boy had in the walks of Kensington Gardens, and 
many were the fanciful ideas which sprang from the 
child’s active brain and were poured into Barrie’s ears, 
as he listened with grave attention. Often he would 
artfully spur the boy on when his invention flagged, tell- 
ing -him it would be very simple to remember if he 
would onlv press his Mands to his temples and think 
hard. 

From “eorge the novelist learned that if the old lady 
who sat with the balloons just outside the garden were 
to let go the railings for a moment she would be flown 
away, and that this catastrophe did actually happen to 
her predecessor in a moment of carelessness. The boy 
it was who told him that all children were birds before 
they were human, and that they are naturally a little 
wild during the first few weeks, and very itchy at the 
shoulders, where their wings used to be. 

The boy even knew where the babies came from. [t 
was the Birds’ Island, across the Serpentine, in the 
gardens, and there, he said, ruled old Solomon Caw, an 
aged but mischievous crow. Women who wanted chil- 
dren, George declared solemnly, floated letters in the 


water across the Serpentine to Solomon, who took de- 


light in sending girls when boys were asked for, and 
who sometimes took his spite out by sending no children 
ll.

HE Post-Dispatch begins today Col. George W. 
Goethais’ own story of the building of the 
Panama Canal. It is a modest but thrilling 
record, told by the Chief Engineer who was the 

managing head of the greatest building achievement of 
modern times. What he writes will remain an authori- 
tative document in the history of man’s marriage of 
the Atlantic Ocean to the Pacific. 

Although Col. Goethals was Chief of Engineers in the 
United States Army during the Spanish-American War 
and was at various times in charge of responsible river 
and fortification construction, he was unknown to the 
public at large when President Roosevelt appointed him 
to the world’s biggest job at Panama. 

But he possesses in addition to eminent talents in 
his profession, a personality of singular power and at- 
tractiveness, as is shown by the following anecdotes, 
related by way of preface to his own narrative.

When the work was finished, Williamson applied for further 
work, and was told there was nothing available except a position 
as assistant lockmaster, paying $40 a month. He accepted it, 


saying: 


“When a man has a wife and child to support he takes 


whatever is offered and holds it until he gets something better.” 

Williamson justified his appointment at Panama by setting such 
a pace in quantity and quality of work and economy that the two 
army officers, his rivals, were hard put to it to keep up. 


Col. Goethals ordered a house built for a subordinate official 
at Panama, and instructed the head of the building department 
that it was to be occupied in three months. More than six weeks 
later he went to the site of the building and found that only the 
foundations had been laid. He called the foreman and said: 

“You are aware that this house is to be finished and ready for 
occupancy on Nov. 15?” 

“We'll do the best we can,” said the foreman, accustomed to 
the easy-going methods that had prevailed theretofore. 

“You do not understand,” said the Colonel in his quietest tones. 
“This house is to be finished and ready to live in on- Nov. 15.”

The house was completed a day ahead of schedule, on Nov. 14.

Gaillard, but as chief of the Pacific division he ap- 
pointed Sidney B. Williamson. He explained the selec- 
tion by telling of two incidents which first attracted his 
attention to Williamson. 

When Major Goethals, as his rank then was, was in 
charge of the Mussel Shoals Canal work on the Ten- 
nessee River in 1889, he discharged a foreman who, 
through disobeying orders, permitted a cavein of quick- 
sand to occur in an excavation. Williamson, employed 
at some distance on another job, was recommended for 
‘the place. Passing the excavation the following day, 
Goethals found Williamson down in the pit with his 
men, shoveling sand into buckets to be hauled up. 
Goethals called him up and told him his place was on 
the outside, in command of his gang. 

“You want to get down to rock, don’t you?” said 
Williamson.

BUILDING OF THE PANAMA CANAL 


By Major-General George W. Goethals, U. S. A., 


Governor of the Panama Canal. : 


INSTALLMENT ONE ' 


In which the author is surprised by a telephone message from Secretary of War Taft. 


HE first intimation that I was to be ordered 
to Panama for duty in connection with the 
canal came to me on the morning of Feb. 
18, 1907, in the form of a telephone mes- 
sage from the Secretary of War, William 
H. AWaft, saying he desired to see me. 

In compliance with this message I called 
upon him at once. He catechised me abouf the localities 
where I had served, the character of the duties in which 
I had been engaged since graduation from the Military 
Academy, and also concerning my antecedents. 

He then informed me that the President had decided 
to accept the resignation of Mr. John F. Stevens, chief 
engineer of the canal, and had concluded to turn the 
work over to the corps of engineers, United States army. 
He had just returned from the White House with Gen. 
Mackenzie, Chief of Engineers, where, after discussing 
this question with the President, they had recommended 
me for the position of Chief Engineer. He could not 
assure me I would be selected, but I probably would be 
summioned to the White House that evening and should 
be prepared for such a call. In the meantime nothing 
was to be said concerning the matter to anyone. 

In the course of the evening a call came from the 
White House, and at 8:45 I reported there to President 
Roosevelt. He stated that he had sent for me to talk 
over some matters in connection with the Panama Canal. 

Expressing great regret that he found it necessary to 
make a change in the management of affairs on the 


Isthmus, he.satd- he. had concluded to accept Mr. Stevens’ 
resignation, since no other course was open to him. He 
considered any change in the administration of a work 
unfortunate, for it always unsettled the force and re- 
sulted in delays, and this was especially so with the 
work on the Isthmus. He was very desirous of having 


the canal built as expeditiously as possible, and in 


order to avoid upsets and delays from similar causes 
in the future, he had decided to place the work in the 
hands of army engineers, thereby securing continuity 
of direction by putting in charge persons who would 
be obliged to remain. 

With this object in view he had decided to reorganize 
the Isthmian Canal Commission; to detail three army 
engineers, with one civil engineer of the navy, as mem- 
bers, and to require all the members to reside on the 
Isthmus.. By such an arrangement each one of the 
engineers would be familiar with conditions and would 
be known to the personnel. Then, should a change 
occur in the management, no delay or confusion would 
follow. 

He had decided to appoint me Chief Engineer, as well 
as Commissioner. He believed that Mr. Stevens had 
stayed too continuously on the Isthmus, and that the 
effects of the tropics combined with the heavy responsi- 
bilities imposed by the work had got on his nerves. By 
the arrangement of having four engineers, all commis- 
sioners, residing on the Isthmus, he thought it would 
be possib’*; for me to get away from the work, to throw 
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the work, and he thus gained 
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off the’ cares and responsibii 
ities for at least three months 
each year, thereby keeping in 
good physical and mental con- 
dition—at any rate, he consid- 
ered it advisable that I should 
endeavor to do so. 


Speaking in regard to the 


other members of the commis- 
sion, the President went on to 
say that the law. required that 
one should be a civil engineer 
of the navy. He had great re- 
spect for Admiral Endicott, 
then a commissioner, would 
like to retain him, and would 
do so but for his age, which 
would make it a hardship for 
him to live on the Isthmus. 
He had thought of retaining 
the Admiral in charge of the 
Washingtdn office, but this 
. would interfere with his plan 
of having all the commission- 
ers together on the Isthmus, 
so his inclination was to select 
a younger man as better fitted 


for the active work that would | 


be required. 

He would consider the ques- 
tion further after inquiry as 
to the men available for the 
duty.

This would result in 
the eliraination of the friction that had at times 
existed between the holders of these two positions. 


I had served long enough in charge of work to 
know the desirability of having a buffer at head- 
quarters on whom I could rely, and my experience 
while on duty in Washington had only added to 
my convictfon in this respect.

surgery s amazing progress 
in last half-century, says Dr. 
William W. Keen, whose 
practice began in Civil War 
field hospitals—Anesthesia 
and antiseptics then un- 
known, and mortality from 
wounds, infection and dis- 
ease was incredibly appall- 
ing — New era of human 
health founded on animal 
experimentation $: $s 


HEN Dr. William Wil- 

liams Keen, the famous 

Philadelphia surgeon, 

now 78 years old, began 

his career 53 years ago 

amid the surgical hor- 

rors of the Civil War, 

anesthesia lacked five years of being re- 

ceived into general practice, antiseptics were 

unknown, and the law of germ disease and 

infection was undreamed of. Operations 

now commonplace, with an_ insignificant 

mortality, were denounced as “murders” by 

professors from the chairs of medical col- 

leges. Only a surgical maniac would have 

ventured to penetrate with his knife into 

the cavities of the abdomen, the skull om 

the chest, unless a bullet or a stab wound 
had opened the way. 


Yellow fever, smallpox, typhoid and te- 
tanus were nafional scourges. Every surgical operation re- 
sulted in infection, which was so little understood that it 
Was regarded as a necessary part of nature’s process of 
healing. Every person bitten by a rabid dog died without 
fail. Of 3717 cases of gunshot wounds in the abdomen noted 
in the Civil War, 3273, or 88 per cent, resulted in death. 
Puerperal fever not uncommonly killed one-half or two- 
thirds of the mothers in the maternity wards of hospitals. 

Dr. Keen had the rare good fortune of personally be- 
holding the whole development of modern surgery, and in- 
deed of actively participating in its achievements. He has 
seen the profession make greater advances in half a cen- 
tury than it had accomplished previously in the entire his- 
tory of man. Then what, in his opinion, was the chief 
factor in this stupendous progress? His answer is emphatic. 
The main factor was animal experimentation, popularly 
but erroneously known as vivisection. 


In support of this opinion he has just published a book, 
as thrilling and romantic as a novel, under the title of 
“Animal Experimentation and Medical Progress’ (Hough- 
ton Mifflin'Co.) Dr. Charles W. Eliot, president emeritus 
of Harvard University, contributes a notable introduction, 

which he declares that antivivisectionists are actuated by 

‘morbid perversion of a humane, kindly or altruistic

gery to animal experimentation. 


DR. CHARLES W. ELIOT, 
a powerful advocate of vivisection. 
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The book is rich in human interest accounts 
of cases which would inevitably have resulted 
fatally except for information gained by animal 
experimentation. -For instance, there is the case 
of a midshipman in the United States Naval 
Academy, named Aiken, whom Dr. Keen was 
called to treat in 1902. The young man had been 
injured in a football game, and bore a bruise 
at the outer end of the left eyebrow. He com- 
plained of headaches, always in the forehead, 
and three days after the accident was attacked 
by convulsions on the right side, which centered 
chiefly in the right arm. 

In 1862 no surgeon would have hazarded open- 
ing the skull, and would have contented himself 
with easing the patient’s path to death with 
soporific drugs. In 1884, only eight years earlier, 
Dr. Keen confesses, he would have opened the 
skull at the point of the bruise. He would have 
found the brain normal at that spot, would have 
given up in despair, and Aiken would have died. 
Instead, he cut down into the cranium at a point 
three inches from the bruise, at the top of the 
head, where there was no external sign of in- 
jury, found a blood clot, removed it, and had 
the satisfaction of seeing his patient rapidly 
regain complete health.

HE human race daily devours animals, large 
and small, by the million, cuts off animal life 
by eating innumerable eggs from which ani- 
mals would develop, makes the animals capable 
of domestication work for them in multifarious ways, 
and thereby deprives them of their liberty and of their 
The number of animals used for the 
benefit of the human race in making possible the re- 
cent advances in surgery and medicine is insignificant, 
indeed infinitesimal, compared with the. number used 
for human food and human service; 
to mankind which result from animal experimentation 
are immeasurable in quantity, and very precious in 
quality. : 

How many rabbits and guinea pigs is it justifiable to 
incommode or kill, in order to save the life of a child 
How many monkeys would a- 

competent experimenter be justified in sacrificing, in 

order to find a sure treatment for infantile paralysis? 
‘' How many rats is it justifiable for men to kill, in order 
to protect a city from an epidemic cf bubonic plague? 

Dr. Keen suggests at many points the reasonable an- 

swer to all such questions as these.

penetrate the skull? Because, in 1885, 
German investigators, by studying the 
cerebral functions of living monkeys, 
werked out the first map of the human 
lain ever made. 

The German scientists exposed the 
brain of an anesthetized monkey and 
theoretically divided the part under 
study into squares one-twelfth of an inch 
in diameter. To each of these squares 
in turn the poles of a galvanic battery 
were applied. The adjacent squares 
which, when thus stimulated, produced 
movements of the thumb, were mapped 
as the “thumb center.” Ip this way the 
entire brain, region. by region, was pa- 
tiently charted. 

Having. their, researches at his com- 
mand, Dr. Keén disregarded the bruise 
and the location of the headaches. The 
essential evidence to him was the con- 
vulsion of the right arm: He knew that 
the brain center governing the right arni 
was not above the left eye, but at the 
top of the head, on a vertical line drawn 
from one ear to the other. The sacrifice 
of ‘a few monkeys, which suffered no 
pain, saved a promising young life. 


No later than 1905, Dr. Keen was called 
to the bedside of a fellow physician who 
had been suddenly attacked by cerebro- 
spinal meningitis. Dr. Keen tells how 
he sat beside the weeping young wife 
and longed in despair for some means of 
staying the approach of death. But he 
could only sit idle and wait, and in 36 
hours the patient was dead. 

(4 Only four years afterwards, in 1909, 
=" Charles E. Hughes Jr., son of Justice 
, Hughes of the United States Supreme 
Court, then Governor of New York, con- 
tracted spinal meningitis a few weeks 
before he was to be graduated from 
Brown University, where he was presi- 
dent of his class. A surgeon made a puncture in his spinal 
cord and injected three doses of serum. The patient swift- 
ly rallied, made a quick recovery and took his degree with 
his class. 


What spelled the tragic difference between the two cases? 
Why, in the one instance, was a wife left a widow, whfle 
in the other a son was restored to his parents as: if from 
the grave? Simply because, in 1907, Dr. Simon Flexner 
of the Rockefeller Institute, made experiments upon 25 
monkeys and 100 guinea pigs, and discovered a serum for 
spinal meningitis. Previously, the death rate of this dis- 
ease was 50 to 90 out of 100 patients. Medicine was help- 
less. Since then, the mortality has dropped to 25 per cent 
at the most. In 1000 cases before 1907, at least 500 patients 
would inevitably have died. In ary 1000 cases since 1907, 
it is estimated, 750 lives have been saved. 


“Let me put a plain, straichtforward, common-sense 
question,” comments Dr. Keen. “Which was the more cruel: 
Dr. Flexner and his assistants who operated on 25 monkeys 
and 100 guinea pigs with the pure and holy purpose of 
finding an antidote to a deadly disease, with the result of 
saving hundreds and in the future thousands on thousands 
of human lives; or those misguided women who, if they 
had their way, would have nailed up the doors of the 


Rockefeller Institute, would have--prevented 


these experiments on 125 animals, and by do- 
ing so would have condemned to death for all 
tuture time 500. human beings in every 1000 
attacked by cerebro-spinal meningitis?” 

As a third case Dr. Keen tells of a young 
New York doctor whose first-born child, at 
birth, was attacked by so-called “hemorrhage 
of the newborn.” Ali medical remedies failed. 
In the middle of the night the father, with the 
baby in his arms, awakened Dr. Alexis Carrel 
of the Rockefeller Institute. He hurriedly 
placed father and child side by side on an 
operating table, laid bare an artery in the 
man’s leg an@ sewed the end to a vein in the 
baby’s leg. The result was dramatic. The 
baby’s white, transparent skin quickly assumed 
the ruddy hue of health. The hemorrhage 
from every part of the body ceased instantly, 
and never returned. Dr. Keen says: “There 
was no period of convalescence. Immediately 
before the operation the baby was dying: im- 
mediately after the operation it was well and 
strong and feeding with avidity.” 

The saving of this little life—and the preger- 
vation of hundreds of others throuch blood 
transfusion—was made ‘possible by Dr. Carrel’s 
experiments on two dogs! Previously it was 
almost impossible to prevent clots from form-

n March 6, so we sailed, together with about 50 
embers of Congress as traveling companions, and 
da very pleasant trip. Time was spent in posting 
ourselves on the plans of the canal and, naturally, 
receiving suggestions from some of our fellow pas- 
sengets.on what should be done, and how. 


We arrived at Colon on the morning of March 12, 
and the party was met by Mr. Sievens, Col. Gorgas 
and other officials of the canal, constituting a Recep- 
tion Committee, and escorted to Panama. This con» 
mittee had been organized to meet delegations of 
various kinds coming to the Isthmus, and was in 
attendance on all trips of sightseeing that the dele- 
gation took. | 

On Saturday evening, March 17, the congressional 
party was invited to a smoker gotten up by the em- 
ployes and given at the Corozal Hotel. I concluded 
to accept the invitation to be present, as it was urged 
that the men desired to become acquainted with the 
new man. 

The large dining hall had been cleared of tables 
and was well packed with men, and women were 
admitted to the a Mr. Maltby’s honest state- 
ment to me in WasHington ,prepared me for the 
rather cold reception extended. Mr. Stevens was

I must confess that the slurs and insinuations 
were not relished, and in replying I attempted to 
make it clear that the army per se was not in charge 
in a military sense: that there was to be no mili- 
tarism, no salutes; that I had left behind me all my 
military duties ahd would command the army of 
Panama, fighting nature for the accomplishment of 
the end that*had brought us down here. Their, cause 
was mine, and we had common enemies, Culebra 
Cut and the climate, and the completion of the canal 
would be our victory. 


I intended to be the commanding officer, but the 
chiefs of divisions would be the colonels, the foremen 
the captains, ahd no one who did his duty had aught 
to fear from militarism. In the army the command- 
ing officer was the father of his men; when I com- 
manded a company I knew my men, their trials and 
troubles, and so would treat the men here, giving a 
ready ear to their complaints and grievances and 
anyone could come to me at any time, or detain me 
as I went about the work, to éxplain their particular 
trials or to make suggestions as to the work, and 
they could be assured of audience. 

This was the start of the subsequent setting aside 
of Sunday mornings for the hearing of complaints 
and grievances of all kinds and descriptions. 

After the departure of the Congressmen time was 
spent, in company with Mr. Stevens, going over the 
work more in detail, meeting the various department 
and division officials, discussing their branches with

COLD SURFACES CATCH DUST 
MORE THAN HOT 


HE reason that lath and plaster walls be- 
come streaked is explained as due to the 
tendency of hot air to deposit its dust on 
cold surfaces; and the colder the surface the 

weaker the power of resistance. So where the laths 
protect the plaster from the cold outside the plaster 


receives less deposit of dust than where it is between | 


the laths. 

Wherever a hot steam or water pipe comes through 
a wall a vertical streak of dust may be seen above 
it, due to the hot air driving the dust against the 
cold wall. Rooms that are heated by open grates 
are much less dusty than those heated by radiators, 
because in the former the furniture is heated prin- 
cipally by radiation, and, being warmer than the 
air, it repels the particles of dust instead of catch- 
ing them, while in the latter the air heats the fur: 
niture and in so doing deposits its dust on it.

Submarine | | 
NAVAL aeronautic expert states that if the sur- 
face of the water is smooth, and the water is 
fairly clear, a submarine can ordinarily be ob- 
served visually from an aeroplane at any depth 
the submarine is likely to travel, which is usually not 
over 100 feet. » 

Experiments have béen made at Guantanamo, Cuba, 
and .Annapdolis,. Md., and in the latter case the sub- 
marines were able to avoid observation at first by sink- 
ing to a muddy bottom. But the aviators soon learned 
to pick them out by some sign, such, for example, as 
escapeing air bubbles. 

When the sea is rough it is much more difficult to 
discern a submarine. The captain of a warship can 
watch the course of a submarine by the bubbles it sends 
to the surface when the sea is smooth, but these bubbles 
are scarcely discernible when the sea is choppy.

“It would ie penile to leare 
all the numbers in the 
telephone book.” 


ERE is a statement of the fundamental principles 
of memory training by a man who has won 
world-wide recognition as an authority on men- 
tal processes. Prof. Robert 8. Woodworth is head 

of the department of psychology in Columbia University, 
jJormer president of the American Psychological Asso- 
ciation, and author of several standard works on psy- 
chology and physiology. His best known scientific work 
4s, perhaps. the ezhaustive treatise on “Physiological 
Psychology,” written conjointly with Prof G. T. Ladd 
of Yale. 

Prof. Woodworth was asked: “What is the best way 
to train a boy's memory?” “What do you want him to 
remember?” was the unexpected reply. The question. 
which seemed so simple to the questioner, provoked an 
indulgent smile. It was as though a physician had been 
asked for the best method to cure sickness—no special 


. Sickness, but just sickness in general. The

memory but little—Help a boy thoroughly understand 


facts and reasons for them, and he will never forget them — pepe 


the memorizer may assist himself by an arbitrary asso- 
ciation of words and ideas. He may let certain conso- 
nants stand for certain figures and arrange a sentence 
or phrase, in some way associated with the telephone 
owner’s name, which contains those consonants in the 
order designated by the telephone number. This is a 
very practical system to one whose bysiness demands 
that he keep many of these numbers in mind; and it 
would not be an impossible feat to learn all the numbers 
in the telephone directory. But after one had accom- 
plished this feat, his memory, except for this kind of 
material, might be little better than before. 

Teaching a child to do memory stunts is of doubtful 
value. It may inculeate bad habits of thought. Fortu- 
nately, most children promptly forget most of the 
“pieces” they memorize. I say “fortunately” because 
otherwise a child might lose nis sense of perspective and 


ethods

but from the importance the educators attached to it. 
Latin was considered so fundamental that the best 
teachers were drafted into service in the Latin depart- 
ments. Good methods of teaching brought good results. 
The subject was treated uniformly with thoroughness, 
and the habits of thoroughness thus developed no doubt 
aided the students in other lines of study and in after 
life. But that is as far as I can go toward accepting 
the formal discipline theory. The value of such subjects 
for general training is still grossly exaggerated. 

When the memory deals with any kind of material 
there is a technique developed applicable to that par- 
ticular kind of material, which may be compared 
to the technique of the artist or the musician. While 
general habits like accuracy, thoroughness, etc., learned 
in one study may readily show themselves in another, 
this technique, a much more delicate and sensitive thing,

DDING up a column of figures is 
a feat of memory. So is learn- 
ing a poem by rote, keeping an 
appointment, telling a story or j{ 
tying your four-in-hand neck- 
searf. But practice on addition 
will not assist you in dressing 

yourself, nor will learning poetry help you to 
remember an appointment. .The memory is not 
a separate faculty. It is.pot a machine. It is 
not even like the human arm, susceptible of 
general development by any sort of intellectual 
dumbbells. When the arm practices with dumb- 
bells the one noticeable result is an increased 
adeptness in the handling of dumbbells. It 
takes different faculties and different powers 
to handle names and faces and figures and 
poems. 

Yes, training the memory in one way does 
unquestionably help to train the memory in 
gome other ways. But the central discovery 
eof modern study on the subject is the small 
amount of help that one kind of memory train- 
ing gives another kind. Practice in learning 
one kind of poetry helps very little in learning 
another kind. Committing Tennyson to mem- 
ory will hardly help you at all in committing w 
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* acted upon. Speed in typewriting, for instance, 
} does not carry with it speed in stenography. 

To train a boy’s memory, then, we should 
begin by training the boy to absorb and under- 
stand the material with which he comes in con- 
tact. To equip him with millions of isolated 
facts and figures is pointless, unless we are 
training him for vaudeville. 

A little good may be accomplished by keeping 
a child grinding away at a subject which does 
not interest him. .He may possibly be kept out 
of mischief that way, and he may possibly 
jearn a certain standard of obedience and dis- 
cipline and the negative avoidance of mischief. 
To be educated properly a child must be posi- 
tively interested. It is his nature to be curi- 
ous and the education should follow, not ignore, 
his curiosity. 

Next he should get.experience in the fun of 
finding things out for himself. As a child, he 
should be encouraged to take the scientific 
attitude toward life. School standards and 
school discipline should be changed accord- 
ingly. To investigate and question, to search 
for evidence, instead of relying on somebody’s 
say-so, to observe material and reason about it, 


repeats, this should be his constant occupation. 
I do not mean that he should be brought up 
in an attitude of suspicion- But he should 
learn early the difference between taking testi- 
mony and simply listening to hearsay. 

If a boy’s mind is trained in this way his 
memory will be normal. What we call slips of 
memory are often nothing of the kind, and 
these may be overcome by special training. 

The boy who “forgets” to do an errand after 


If the memory could be trained by the meth- 
eds once supposed to be comprehensive, eduea- 
tion would be a simple thing. You may easily 
astonish yourself by the result of two weeks’ 
practice in one particular branch of 
training. But you are due for disillusionment if you 
expect the added facility gained in this branch to count 
appreciably in other uses of the memory. 

I have made many classroom experiments in com- 
Mitting poetry to memory. Byron’s “Childe Harold” 
and Spenser’s “Faery Queen” are favorite exercises, as 
they are both written in 12-line “Spenserian” stanzas. 
The general result is that wonderfully increased pro- 
ficiency in learning Byron does not carry with it any 
proportional proficiency in learning Spenser. 

When I tried the experiments on myself I believe 
it took me about eleven minutes at first to comntit to 
memory a stanza from “Faery Queen.” In less than 
three weeks, practicing not more than half an hour a 
day, | could commit a stanza in four minutes. My mem- 
ory, as far as this one poem was concerned, had im- 
proved threefold. But in other directions it showed little 
improvement. In the matter of other poems, especially 
those of a similar style, the improvement was, of course, 


— appreciable. But such exercise was of no appreciable 


help in learning lists of names and humbers, or com- 
mitting paragraphs from scientific writings. 

The rapid improvement shown was due in part, no 
doubt, to getting used to learning by heart. But it was 
due more to getting used to the material, and more yet 
to my having got used to the exercisce and ceasing to 
Worry. 

In learning one poem one becomes accustomed to the 
meaning, the style and the imagery of the poet. What 
we call the memory adapts itself quickly to this one 
kind of material. In learning lists of nonsense syl-

the relative importance of the things he learns. 

The real danger lies in the habit of getting informa- 
tion from authority rather than from reason and in- 
vestigation. The right line of memory training should 
be this: to learn things that have a meaning and may be 
related together for certain uses. We give the child the 
wrong steer if we teach him to depend too much upon 
what the “book” says. 

Besides, it is a waste of time. “Paradise Lost” is a 
great poem, and it would not be a very difficult feat for 
a bright boy to “learn it by heart.’”’ But why should 
any live boy learn “Paradise Lost’ by heart? A few of 
its sublime passages would be more than worth his time; 
but to learn it all would take him hours and hours away 
from health-giving sport in the open air and from the 
millfon things that Nature has to teach him. Learning 
“Paradise Lost” wouldn’t compensate him for losing this 
much of the earthly paradise itself. 

The almanac or encyclopedia is useful. But it may be 
just as useful in readiness on one’s desk as it would be 
carried in one’s head. Committing to memory reams 
of unrelated facts is not education and, in the widest 
sense of the word, is not memory training. 

Apparentiy unrelated facts may have meaning and co- 
relation to one mind and not to another. It would be 
folly, for instance, for me to memorize a lot of figures on 
areas and valuation of real estate in St. Louis. To 
a real estate man it might be useful. To me each fact 
would be independent and meaningless. To him each 
fact might indicate the trend of business, the willingness 
of the owner to sell, etc. 

Training the memory, as the term has been under- 
stood, is misleading. It would be better to say that 
you train yourself in the handling of various kinds of 
material, using all your faculties in the process. To re- 
member, in the fullest. sense of the term, you must as- 
similate. You must perceive the object, understand it 
and treat it rationally. Thus you get it fixed in your 
mind. The process changes as the material to be 
handled changes. If the material to be ‘“‘worked up” is 
similar, the training gained in working up one kind will 
help in working up another. But in the slightest varia- 
tion in the materia] there is a corresponding variation 
in the process, and some new elements to be considered. 

This is a far cry from the old conception of formal dis- 


cipline in-education. Educators used to theorize that 


mathematics and Latin equipped the reasoning and log- 
ical faculties, scientific studies trained the powers of 
observation and learning great masses of material by 
rote trained the “memory.” This doctrine of faculties 


haw been overthrown as a strict psychological doctrine, 


but it is still held by very many who are not ready to 


accept it_in name. 
I eve the great value of Latin in our schools 


came, not from the intrinsic importance of the subject, 
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"  gehool probably does not forget it at all. His 
mind is simply preoccupied with some fun or 
adventure; the relative importance of the er- 
rand has not been impressed upon it. The old 
orthodox “licking” was no doubt an effective 

way of tmpressing this importance, but it was not neces- 

sarily a good way. Reasoning it all out with him be- 
forehand, making him feel that the errand is a commis- 
sion and a trust, should be helpful. 

The child who forgets to clean his shoes on the door- 
mat, or to shut the door when he comes in, may be cor- 
rected in another way. This is still different material 


“to be worked up and the process is necessarily different. 


Probably the best method here is the method of the 
animal trainer, as the habit of shutting the door is not 
much different from an animal trick. Stop the boy 
before he gets through the door, then give him repeated 
exercises in going through a door and shutting it. Like- 
wise in walking up the steps and cleaning his shoes on 
the mat. 

Recalling names and recognizing faces are two still 
different processes. Let him form the habit of repeating 
the name when he first hears it; if necessary, rhyming it 
or associating it with some word or phrase which may 
be used as a key. To remember faces he must be taught 
a system of closer and more thorough observation. Tell- 
ing him how detectives do it may furnish an incentive. 

Concentration and practice are the chtef needs in mem- 
orizing poetry and dramatic lines. Competition seems 
to be the best way to stimulate concentration in chil- 
dren, if they are not suffering from nervous troubles, 
and youngsters will find it most interesting to do these 
memory feats against time. A race to learn a poem may 
be as interesting as a hundred-yard dash. Adding caj- 
umns of figures against time is not only interesting, but 
exceedingly practical. e 

We must remember all the time, though, that’ the 
boy’s memory is more than a machine. It is not merely 
an animated recorder and transmitter, though by 
enough practice in working up certain kinds of material 
it may_seem-just that. But such training is abnormal, 
and the victim of it po. a 
May have a very 
poor memory.

Probably the man most qualified in the world

This is not because Willard was so favored by nature 
that when he entered his .eens he had the stature of 
‘an average man, and that he developed into a giant 
whose strength and iron endurance put all of the science 
of Jack Johnson to neught. It is because his will and 
resolution, using hik antaught muscular power as an 
instrument, made him the only one of the “white hopes" 
that did not shrivel under fire. -This article is his an- 
ewer to the question: 

“What should the average, everyday boy do to grow 
up into the kind of man who its strong and husky, and 
can look every other man straight in the eye?”

HE answer to that question is easy. The av- 
erage boy needs only four things—exer- 
cise, sleep, food and self-respect. They 
won't necessarily make him a world's 
champion—only one fellow in a billion and 
a half can be that. But a boy should have 
all four of these things—three are no good 

without the other. 

Every boy .nould take exercise. It develops the 


muscles, makes the lungs bigger, strengthens the heart 


and keeps the stomach from getting all clogged up lie 
a farnace ful of clinkers. 


Everybody’s got to have sleep to give his system a: 


chance to catch up on the wear that goes on when he’s 
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Take plenty of exercise. 


awake. Your brain and nerves need it’ most of all. 
A boy at school needs sleep even more than a ring 
fighter, for he’s using his mind as well as his body, and 
he hasn’t got his growth, either. 

Food, of course, is what keeps everybody going. Sol- 
diers can’t fight without food and plenty of it; you 
can’t tackle the North Pole or the jungle without good 
food. And you can’t go into the ring without it—plenty 
of the best. A boy ought to be very careful of what 
he eats, if he wants to be a regular man, and he is in 
more danger of eating too much than too little. 

Then there's self-respect. That helps to win a fight in 
the ring quite as much as it helps to make a man a bank 
president or a college professor. It keeps the man 
straight who wants to get in his knock-out punch; it 
keeps him from excess and al! sorts of fool things that 

‘apnly get him into trouble. It keeps a boy from habits 
that will only make a poor excuse for a man of 
him; it makes him cut ont all sorts of things which 
seem only a trifle at the time, but count a mighty lot 
when he has to draw heavily on himself to win whatever 
sort of a fight he goes into. Boys that have no self- 
respect grow up into men who are prune-hearted. 

If all the boys in this country would make up their 
minds to keep their self-respect and exercise regularly, 
sleep properly and eat wisely, the next generation of 
men would be different-—there’d be a lot of white hopes 
among them. Sure, some boys are stronger than others 
—they get that from their fathers and mothers. Some, 
who get real weakness of body or poor minds, can’t hope 
to be the real thing. But a whole lot of boys who didn’t 
have a ghost of a show when they started have made a 
lot of themselves by just trying. 

I know plenty of huskies that were so weak and puny 
when they were boys that everybody thought little 
Johnny would soon be going to join the angels. But the 
angels are still waiting, just because little Johnny’s 
mamma knew enough not to mollycoddle him. She 


didn’t keep him in a hot room or feed him on candy 


and cake. She was wise and she chuoked him ovt into 
the sunshine to play ball and ficht with the other boys 
behind the barn; and she fed him on milk and eggs and 
beefsteaks and oatmeal, and-she spanked him off to bed 


good and early. | 
You don’t have to tell a boy what kind of e he 
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ought to have. All games are good for a fellow. But 
you have to tell him not to overdo it. There’s baseball,

in the open air is ready for bed at 9 o’clock—believe 
me! And you can stake your last jitney on it, he'll sleep 
nine hours at le without waking and hardly without --— 
moving. And if he gets this much exercise every day 
he’ll have no use for poolrooms or hanging out on the 
corner with “the gang” or taking in a movie every night. 

Wise boys will cut out fancy food if they want to be 
men with a punch. I’m not long on soda water and ice 
eream, like so many school boys. The kid that makes 
his lunch of this, when he ought to be piling in bread 
and butter and some meat and plenty of potatoes, is 
starving his muscle and his nerves. He’s clogging himself 
with fut, too, and taking long chances with his stom- 
ach. Wat he needs is bread and milk and cheese and’ 
butter, and meat and vegetables, and fruit for his sweet 
things. “a 

Stick to water, and plenty of it. A growing boy must 
cut out tea and coffe: They are only stimulants. Boys 
don’t need stimulants. And cocktails have killed more 
young fellows than bullets’ Water is all a boy needs. 
It flushes his body and gives it the liquid needed for 
health. I don’t think a growiag boy can drink too much 
water, especially if he gets pleutyv of exercise. It keeps 
his blood pure and his skin clear. The inside of a boy 
needs just as much washing as his outside. 

Self-respect helps to make you as ciean as water does. 
A fighter can be a good man as well as““hampion, even 
if it is hard. And a boy can be winner ard a decent 
lad at the same time, too. Nobody who wants te win at. 
anything can stand for dirt anywhere, either or.-his 
body or in his mind. _The kid with the clean mind keeps 
away from the bunch that isn’t going to do him any 
good. He won’t be tempted to do the things he oughtn’t 
and he won’t fall into the habits that will weaken him 
before he gets a chance to get into the game. 

Self-respect will help a boy cut out the cigarettes. 
They can’t do him any good and they're pretty sure to 
do him some harm, if not a lot of it. They put poison 
into his system, and it’s some job getting it out, even if 
he wants.to. A boy’s nerves don’t need a whiff of smoke 
to quiet them. Cigarettes weaken a boy’s heart; they 
eut down his lung capacity and they make his nerves 
trembly; they make his muscles flabby. The boy who 
wants to win gives the cigarette the go-by. 

There are two kinds of boys to deal With, the boy whe 
goes to school and the boy who has to work for a living. 
But each of them can make a man of himself. Let’s 
begin with the schoolboy. 

He’s at his lessons from 9 in the morning till around 
3 in the afternoon. He gets a meal in the middle of the 
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and football, and handball, and tag, and skating, and 
swimming, and rowing, and running—and boxing. The 
best is the one which works the most muscles. That is 
as apt to be swimming as anything else, but boxing will 
give it a run for its money. 

Boxing trains the eye and makes the mind work fast 
and act instantly, which is more than swimming will do. 
Besides, it teaches every boy to control himself and keep 
his temper. Best of all, it shows him to stand a little 
pain without whimpering—and many a boy needs that

lesson before he goes out into the world to fight for 
himself. -The boy who can take a hard blow on the nose 
or in the eye and come up smiling has already got a good 


start in life. 


But a fellow mustn’t weaken himself. When a boy’s 
growing he needs to save his strength. Lads of 15, 16 
or 17 oughtn’t to play football, for instance, unless their 
doctor tells them it’s all right. There’s still baseball, 
handball and swimming left, and a lot of other sports. 
If a boy overdoes his exercise he spoils his heart. It can 
stand a lot of punishment, but it isn’t a man’s heart, and 


if it is strained too much—good night! 


Now for sleep. “Early to bed” is the thing. If a 
boy’s to be a real man he must have plenty of sleep. A 
boy of 15 should be in bed every night of his life at 9 
o’clock. And he ought to sleep until he wakes up him- 
self. Regular sleeping hours are money in your pocket. 
Three hours before midnight are worth six after it. If 
a boy is leading an open-air life, he wakes up after 
nine hours’ sleep feeling like a two-year-old, hungry as 
a bear and ready to hop right out of bed in a jiffy. On 
the other hand, if he sleeps too long—longer than 10 
hours—he is sure to feel lazy and loggy after he wakes 
up. This is a sure sign that he’s sluggish from not 
enough exercise, or too much food, or from over-study 
and not enough fresh air, or from the whole bunch of 


things rolled into one. 


Any boy who has spent four or five hours exercising 
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Take a walk after your meals and: live always 
in the open. 
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day at recess, and it should be a light lunch, rather than 
a heavy dinner, and it gives him 15 minutes or a half- 
hour for fun. Then from 3 to 5:30 he has two hours and 
a half which he can give to hard play or exercise—not to 
going to the movies or making eyes at the girls on the 
street corners. Now he can study for a half-hour or 
an hour, choosing his hardest lesson to study first. At 
6:30 comes his dinner. This keeps him until 7. Now 
he can play or exercise for a half-hour, but not too hard, 
because it’s too soon after his meal, and then he’s ready 
to tackle the rest of his lessons. Amd bed at 9 o'clock 
sharp. 

He ought to have a brisk walk before he eats the next 
morning, or 15 minutes pounding the bag, or swinging 
the clubs, or working with the dumbbells, or chopping 
wood. This gives him a healthy sweat. Now’s the time 
for the shower or the cold plunge. It’s a great mistake 
to wait too long before your morning bath. Then a rub- 
down with a coarse towel, and the boy’s ready to eat any- 
thing. s 

For the boy who has to work it’s a harder game—this 
getting the exercise he needs. His working hours are 
longer than the schoolboy’s—he may have to stay in the 
shop or the office for nine to twelve hours, or he may 
have to trot around all day long with baskets of meat 
or groceries, or lugging bundles upstairs and down. For 
this boy my advice is—don’t. Cut out the city and go to 
work in the country while you’re young. You can come 
back when you are man. And then you have had the ad- 


} vantage of living out-of-doors all the time you're a boy. 


No boy can spend all his day at work indoors and all 
his evenings at the movies or on the street corner and 
expect to be an athlete. If he spends his days at work 
indoors he can at least have his evenings at a gymnasium 
or an athletic club. On Saturday afternoons, perhaps, 
and certainly on Sundays, he can go out into the country 
and walk his legs off. If it’s summer, he can have a 
swim ora row. He may not take down the championship 
belt or get any gold medals, but he will gain health, 
which is the excuse and reason for all athietics. 

To every boy let me say: Eat well, steep well, take 
plenty of exercise and respect yourself so highly that 
you disdain to do anything you might be ashamed of 
or make your folks ashamed for you. Then you wil] 
make a real man of yourself.

entering the lungs, led to pneumonia. Dr. Carrel worked

“Few of my readers,” continues Dr. Keen, “know 
how enormous the contrast is between the days before 
Lord Lister’s discovery of antiseptics and the present. I 
was graduated in medicine in 1862. The antiseptic meth- 
Od was adopted by various surgeons, we may say réugh- 
ly, between the years 1875 and 1880. Prior to 1876 I 
practiced the old surgery, but ever since then-the new 
antiseptic method. 

“I passed through the horrible surgery of the Civil 
War, when blood poisoning, erysipelas, lockjaw, hospital 
Sangrene and all the other fearful septic conditions were 
everyday affairs. In 505 cases of lockjaw in the Civil 
War, 451 patients died In wounds of the intestines 
the mortality was 99 out of 100. In 66 cases of amputa- 
tion at the hip joint, 55 patients died In 155 cases of 


~-trephining, 95 patients died. 


“After the war for some years I was an assistant of 

Dr. Washington L. Atlee. A more careful surgeon I 
never saw, but two’ out of every three of his patients 
died. There are today many surgeons who can show 
series of hundreds of cases of ovariotomy and other ab- 
dominal operations, with a mortality of only five in 
100, and some of only one in 100. After “clean” opera- 
tions—that is, with no suppuration present—blood poi- 
soning, lockjaw and erysipelas are well-nigh unkown, 
and I have not seen a single case of hospital gan: sfene in 
“35 years!” ; 
- “Even in surgery,’’ Dr. Keen asserts, “it’ is doubt- 
ful if a more wonderful improvement he’, been realized 
than in our maternity hospitals and ‘a private obstetric 
practice, as a direct result of Pas:zeur and Lister. Well 
do I remember, as a young rman, every now and then 
an outbreak of that frightfal and fatal puerperal, or 
“childhood,” fever in’ our maternity hospitals. Almost 
every woman who then entered such a hospital was 
doomed to an attack of tife fever, and its mortality some- 
times ran up to 75 or even more out of every 100 moth- 
ers. Often such hospitals had to be closed. Not a few 
obstetricians had.Ao quit practice entirely for weeks, 
because every ‘*voman they attended fell ill of the dis- 
ease, and Many, many died. 

“Finalzy Pasteur appeared on the scene. * * * The 


‘recognition of the streptococcus as the cause of puerperal 
fever and the consequent adoption of antiseptic meth-. 
- ods. have practically abolished puerperal fever and re- 


duced the mortality in maternity cases to less than one 
in 100.” 

All of this wonderful improvement, says Dr. Keen, we 
owe absolutely to experiment on animals. Nothing else, 
he declares, could have given us the knowledge; without 
living animals to work upon, neither Lister nor Pas- 
teur would have been able to make and perfect their 
life-giving disco-~eries. : 

In the operations during Civil War days, says the 
author, the blood vessels were tied with silk, one end 
of which was left hanging out of the wotnd. In case of 
an amputation at the thigh scores of these threads 
were left hanging out. In a week the - surgeon 
would pull gently on the threads to see if they had rotted 
louse and could be pulled out. Often they rotted pre- 
maturely and “secondary hemorrhage” occurred, with 
formidable danger to the patient’s life. 

“IT shall never forget,’”’ he relates, “one night in the 

Satterlee Hospital of West Philadelphia, about ten days 
after’the battle of Gettysburg, when I was called five 
imes to check secondary hemorrhagés from the rotting 
hrough of silk ligatures. I do not recall in the last 
35 years five cases similiar to these five, which I then 
attended in that one night. In other words, secondary 
hemorrhage has almost disappeared from surgical ex- 
perience.” 

Why? Because, according to Dr. Keen, Lord Lister, 
by experimenting on one horse and one calf, perfected 


a method of antiseptic catgut ligatures, which, being - 


_animal matter, are entirely absorbed by the body after 
performing their purpose. 

Up to 1888, says Dr. Keen, surgery of the spinal cord 
was unknown. In that year Sir Victor Horsley, after 
experimenting upon animals, was able to remove a tumor 
on the spinal cord, the patient making 4 complete re-. 
covery. Since then surgeons have stitched together a 
spinal cord completely severed by’a bullet, and the pa- 
tient has recovered to some extent both feeling and 
motion in both legs. 

Animal experimentation established the _ possibility 
of taking a portion of nerve or eyen spinal cord from a 
rabbit to replace a human nerve destroyed by accident or 
disease, and of sewing one nerve to a neighboring nerve 
to re-establish its function. By vivisection was discoy- 
ered the amazing effects, probably the most brilliant in 
the science of medicine, which follow the injection of 
extract from the thyroid gland of a sheep in cases of 
cretinism, one of the most degraded forms of idiocy. 

By the same method.jit has been discovered that a 
diseased spleen may be removed without harmful results, 
and that a man, with one kidney removed, in case of dis- 
ease, can maintain life with the other kidney. Until 
1875 there was no surgery of the stomach, now a rou- 
tine procedure. This beneficent possibility was ascer- 
tained through experiments on 35 dogs, 29 of which re- 
covered, The entire stomach has how been success- 
fully removed. Experiments upon dogs also gave rise 
to surgery of the intestines, and proved that as much 
as eight feet of the human bowel, more than one-third 
of its-entire length, may be removed in case it is in- 
volved by cancer. The Pasteur treatment, based entirely 
upon vivisection, has reduced the mortality of those bit- 
ten by mad dogs from 100 to 1 per cent. By the same 
method bone and skin transplantation were proved prac- 
ticable. The possibility of hypodermic injection was 
established by experiments on animals. 

Among the new drugs added to the physician’s phar- 
macopoeia by tests on animals are cocaine as a local 
anesthetic, lily-of-the-valley and yellow jasmine in heart 
disease, paradehyde and chloral hydrate as soporifics, 
caffein for headache, eucalyptus as an antiseptic, nitro- 
glycerin in nervous maladies, Calabar bean for disease 
of the eye, naphthalin and iodoform in surgery, que- 
bracho as an anti-spasmodic, antipyrin and kairin in 
fever, jaborandi in dropsy, salicylic acid in rheumatism, 
nitrate of amyl in epilepsy and intermittent fever, jequi- 
rity in opthalmic surgery, piscidia as a substitute for 
opium, digitalis as a heart tonic, ergot for its action on 
the blood vessels; and many others. 

Half a century ago, according to Dr. Keen, he and his 
feliows in the profession of healing were confronted by 
three alternatives: 

1. Try no experiments at all on either animals or 
man; that is to say, never make any progress. 
2. Try a new remedy or method of operation first 


on man. 
3. Try new remedies, methods and operations first 


on animals. 

Adoption of the first alternative would have left surg- 
ery and medicine in the crude state of the Civil War 
period, and of the second would in many cases have been 
equivalent to scientific murder. But by the adoption 
of the third, Dr. Keen tabulates the following tremen- 
dous results as having been won by animai experi- 
menters: 

1. They have discovered and developed the antiseptic 
method, thus making possible all the marvels of modern 
surgery. 

2. They have made possible all. modern abdominal 
surgery, including operations on the stomach, intestines, 
appendix, liver, gallstones, pancreas, spleen, kidneys, 


ete. ' 
2. They have made possible all modern surgery of the 


brain. 

4. They have made possible a new surgery of the 
chest, including the surgery of the heart, lungs, aorta, 
esophagus, etc. . 

5. They have almost entirely abolished lockjaw after 


operations and even after accidents. 
6. They have reduced the death rate after compound

fractures from 66 in 100 to less than 1 in 100. 

7. They have redueed the death rate of ovariotomy 
from two out of three to two or three out of a hundred. 

8. They have made the death rate after operations like 
hernia, amputation of the breast and of most tumors, a 
negligible factor., 

9. They have abolished yellow fever. 

10. They have enormously diminished the ravages of 
malaria. : 

11. They have reduced the death rate of hydrophobia 
from 100 rer cent to 0.77 per cent. 

12. They have devised a method of direct transfusion 
of blood which has already saved hundreds of lives. 

13. They have cut down the death rate in diphtheria 
from 79.9.-deaths. per hundred thousand to 19- deaths 
per hundred thousand. 

14. They have reduced the mortality of the epidemic 
form of cerebro-spinal meningitis from 75 and even 90- 
odd per cent to 20 per cent and less. 

15. They have made operating for goiter almost per- 
fectly safe. 

16: They have assisted in cutting down the death rate 
of tuberculosis by from, 30 to 50 per cent. 

17. In the Britfsh army and navy they have abolished 
Malta fever. 

18. They have totally abolished typhoid fever in the 
United States army. 

19. They have almost abolished puerperal fever, the 
chief former peril of maternity. 

20. The practitioners of animal experimentation have 
enormously benefited animals themselves by discovering 
the causes and in many cases the means of preventing 
tuberculosis, rinderpest, anthrax, glanders, hog cholera, 
chicken cholera, lumpy jaw and other diseases of ani- 
mals, some of which also attack men. 

Although Dr. Keen has never. practised vivisection, 
being a surgeon and not a student of research, the anti- 
vivisectionists’ have poured out the vials of their wrath 
upon his head because of his writings in favor of animal 
exp2rimentation. He tells of receiving from Los An- 
geles an anonymous letter as follows: 

“Arch Fiend: I read with horror your article in the 
Ladies’ Home Journal on vivisection. I hope your moth- 


er, if she is living, will die in he most terrible torture, 


and if she is dead that her soul will never know rest for 
having given life to such a vile monster as you, is the 
nightly prayer of a dozen women Who indited this.” 

Descriptive titles which he has heard applied to him- 
self and others favoring vivisection, he says, are “hyena,” 
“inhuman devil,” “devil incarnate,’ “fiends incarnate,” 
‘“‘master demon,” “fiends’’ and “human monsters.” Their 
laboratories have been branded as “scientific hells,” “tor- 
ture houses,” “halls of agony,” “temples of torment” and 
“working models of hell.” Their work has been de- 
nounced as “orgy of cruelty,” “scientific murder,” “dey- 
ilish science,” “devil’s work,” “black art of vivisection,” 
“torture of the innocent” and “scientific assassination.” 

Yet, says Dr. Keen, official tables returned to the 
British Government and presumably fairly representa- 
tive of the facts in the United States also, show that of 
100 animals experimented upon, 93.96 are cases of inocu- 
lation, involving no operation, 3.44 are killed under anes- 
thetics and suffer no pain, and only 2.60 recover from 
the anesthetic. “In other words,” he asserts, “only 26 
animals out of 1000 could possibly have suffered any pain 
at all, and very few of these very serious pain. Is this 
the torture and agony so constantly harped upon?” 

In every case of vivisection, without exception, Dr. 
Keen declares, the animals are anesthetized, although 
anti-vivisection writers nearly always state, assume or 
imply that all experiments are ‘‘tortures;’’ that is, that 
anesthetics are not used. 

In conclusion Dr. Keen tells of a visit his illustrious 
colleague, the late Dr. S. Weir Mitchell of Philadelphia, 
made to the antivivisection exhibition in Philadelphia 
in 1913. After viewing all the harrowing exhibits pur- 
porting to show how cruelty is practised upon animals 
by scientists, Dr. Mitchell remarked to his guide: 

“Your exhibition is not quite complete. You should 
place here a dead baby and there a dead guinea pig, 
with the motto: ‘Choose between them.’ ”’

Prof. Cobern points out that the Jews 
had three different systems of shorthand 
reporting in the first century, and that 
in every Jewish court a shorthand repor- 
ter or clerk sat on each side of the Judge.

During his explorations at Jericho Prof. 
Cobern saw the crumbled remnants of 
three lines of fortifications (the Bible sto- 
ry mentions but one) which fell before 
the triumphant Israelites.

At Taannach the archeologist found 
evidences of human sacrifices; in one hill 
were the bodies of 16 babies, murdered by 
their parents when they were less than a 
week old.
